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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


The  Board  organized  for  the  year  1969  as  follows: 

Milton  H.  Welt  —  Chairman  of  Selectmen. 

Ralph  U.  Brett  —  Chairman  of  Assessors. 

Charlotte  W.  Morey  —  Chairman  of  Board  of  Health  and 
Clerk  of  all  Boards. 

The  Selectmen,  in  their  several  capacities  as  Selectmen, 
Assessors,  and  Board  of  Health  were  in  session  on  every  busi¬ 
ness  day  throughout  the  year  in  attending  to  the  routine 
business  of  Town  government.  This  kind  of  daily  attention  by 
Selectmen  to  the  conduct  of  the  Town’s  affairs  is,  we  believe, 
unique  to  Cape  Cod.  In  very  few  communities  in  other  sec¬ 
tions  of  the  Commonwealth  does  the  citizen  have  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  our  policy  affords  to  meet  at  short  notice  with  the 
elected  officials  directly  concerned  with  his  problems.  In  no 
other  way,  we  submit,  can  Selectmen  become  as  well  informed 
and  aware  of  problems  affecting  the  welfare  of  the  Town. 

Each  year  we  take  the  opportunity  afforded  by  the  sub¬ 
mission  of  this  report  to  express  our  thanks  to  those  of  our 
citizens  who  devote  hours  of  their  time  to  the  service  of  the 
Town  with  no  monetary  reward  whatsoever.  We  consider  it  a 
privilege  to  work  with  these  people.  The  community  could  ill 
afford  to  attempt  to  proceed  without  their  services. 

At  the  1969  Town  Meeting,  the  Town  voted  by  the  closest 
of  margins  to  grant  Civil  Service  status  to  the  officers  of  the 
Police  Department.  A  recount  was  requested,  the  result  was 
upheld  and  the  matter  was  appealed  to  the  Courts.  In  the 
meantime  the  Selectmen  and  the  Chief  of  Police  worked  with 
Civil  Service  officials  as  prescribed  under  the  law,  in  submit¬ 
ting  the  information  necessary  so  that  seniority  lists  may  be 
established,  and  qualifying  examinations  held. 

The  Board  met  several  times  during  the  year  in  bargain¬ 
ing  sessions  under  the  Municipal  Collective  Bargaining  Law 
with  the  Harwich  Police  Federation  and  entered  into  a  con¬ 
tract  with  that  organization. 

As  the  year  ended  negotiations  were  being  held  regarding 
a  contract  for  1970. 
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The  Selectmen  met  on  several  occasions  with  the  Harwich 
Committee  on  Drugs.  Several  well  attended  public  meetings 
were  held  on  the  subject  of  Drug  Abuse  in  the  community  in 
an  effort  to  educate  and  inform  the  public  regarding  this  rela¬ 
tively  new  social  problem. 

Three  new  cruisers  for  the  Police  Department  were  pur** 
chased  in  accordance  with  the  vote  under  Article  8,  of  the 

1969  Town  Meeting;  a  new  station  wagon  for  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  was  purchased  as  provided  in  Article  9,  and  a  contract 
was  let  for  the  sum  of  $57,984.00  for  a  new  aerial  ladder  truck 
for  the  department,  in  accordance  with  low  bids  received. 

Proceeds  of  a  State  Bond  Issue  together  with  the  1969 
Chapter  90  construction  money  voted  under  Article  30,  to  a 
total  of  $36,000.00,  were  spent  in  widening  and  re-surfacing  a 
substantial  section  of  the  Harwich-Orleans  Road  (Route  39). 
It  is  planned  to  complete  this  project  with  additional  state  aid 
money  in  1970.  Our  thanks  are  extended  to  Massachusetts  De¬ 
partment  of  Public  Works  officials  for  their  cooperation  and 
assistance. 

As  provided  in  Article  32,  the  accepted  layouts  of  Shannon 
Road,  Cranberry  Lane,  Dale  Road,  Forsythia  Drive,  a  portion 
of  Third  Street,  Cherokee  Road,  Samoset  Road  and  Samoset 
Way,  Jesse  Eldredge  Road,  Storer  Way,  Lazy  Lane,  Princes 
Street,  and  the  relocation  and  alteration  of  Oliver  Snow  Road, 
a  Town  Way,  were  recorded. 

Preliminary  hearings  were  held  regarding  layouts  of 
Fiddler’s  Landing,  Evelyn’s  Drive  and  Lake  Street. 

Due  to  delays  in  construction,  the  scheduled  opening  of 
the  new  Saquatucket  Harbor  Marina  facility  had  to  be  post¬ 
poned  to  1970.  However,  Selectmen  have  had  numerous  meet¬ 
ings  and  conferences  with  State  Department  of  Public  Works 
officials,  Harwich  Waterways  Committee  members  and  in¬ 
dividuals  and  firms  concerned  with  the  construction  and 
operational  details  of  the  new  marina.  Additional  work  orders 
were  negotiated  with  the  Waterways  Division  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Department  of  Public  Works  to  provide  for  electrical 
services  and  lighting  not  originally  contemplated  in  the  de¬ 
sign.  The  Board  appreciates  the  excellent  cooperation  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  Department  in  our  efforts  to  prepare  for  the 

1970  opening  of  the  marina. 

The  entrance  channel  to  Allen  Harbor  was  dredged  by  the 
Waterways  Division  in  late  spring  and  the  sand  was  deposited 
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along  the  beaches  to  the  east  of  the  harbor.  A  similar  project 
Is  planned  for  the  outer  channel  entrance  to  Wychmere  Har¬ 
bor  and  to  Saquatucket  Harbor  in  the  spring  of  1970. 

The  Selectmen  have  petitioned  the  DPW  for  licenses  to 
construct  jetties  and  to  place  sand  fill  on  Town  owned  Shore 
Road  beach  to  the  east  of  Pleasant  Road,  West  Harwich,  in 
accordance  with  instructions  of  Article  95.  Under  an  earlier 
petition  a  license  for  the  construction  of  a  jetty  in  the  same 
area  was  approved,  and  a  contract  has  been  let  for  its  con¬ 
struction  before  summer  of  1970. 

The  interior  of  the  Town  Office  was  painted,  vinyl  wais- 
cot  panelling  was  installed  as  voted  under  Article  54,  and  a 
new  copier  was  purchased  for  the  office  as  provided  in  Article 
55. 


New  By-Law  booklets  were  printed  containing  additions 
and  amendments,  voted  at  the  1969  Town  Meeting,  and  are 
now  available. 

Several  meetings  were  held  with  the  Board  of  Library 
Trustees,  and  as  a  result,  an  article  will  be  inserted  in  the 
1970  Town  Meeting  warrant  to  provide  funds  for  plans  and 
specifications  for  an  addition  to  the  Town  Office  and  a  new 
library  building  to  be  constructed  on  adjacent  lots  now  owned 
by  the  Town  known  as  the  Town  Office  lot  and  the  Albro  lot. 

Work  commenced  in  1968  for  the  improvement  of  the 
Town  landing  at  Wychmere  Harbor  was  completed  in  1969 
and  included  the  construction  of  a  new  comfort  station,  in¬ 
stallation  of  a  surface  drainage  system,  a  new  street  bulkhead, 
resurfacing  of  Harbor  Road  and  the  parking  lot,  and  the  in¬ 
stallation  of  a  new  water  system  for  the  dock. 

Funds  voted  under  Article  98  for  the  construction  of  a 
comfort  station  at  Allen  Harbor  proved  insufficient.  Addi¬ 
tional  funds  will  be  requested  in  1970  to  provide  for  this 
necessary  facility. 

1969  saw  the  celebration  of  the  275th  Anniversary  of  the 
Town’s  Incorporation  as  planned  and  carried  out  by  the  Har¬ 
wich  275  Committee.  The  many  special  events  are  described 
in  the  Committee’s  report  elsewhere  in  these  pages.  The  Se¬ 
lectmen  extend  their  appreciation  on  behalf  of  the  Town  to 
all  those  who  worked  so  diligently  to  make  the  celebration  a 
success  and  especially  to  Pierre  Lavedan,  the  General  Chair¬ 
man. 
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Two  hundred  and  seventy-five  years  of  history  have 
brought  us  to  this  point  in  time.  The  growth  of  the  Cape  has 
been  dramatic  in  the  past  twenty-five  of  those  years.  As  we 
move  into  the  1970’s  we  may  be  sure  that  this  growth  will 
continue.  Costs  of  government  will  continue  to  rise.  Pressures 
for  change  will  increase. 

It  will  be  vitally  important  that  we  as  citizens  do  all  in 
our  power  to  meet  and  to  direct  these  forces  so  that  our 
growth  will  be  orderly  and  planned.  It  is  our  most  challeng¬ 
ing  responsibility  to  protect  the  priceless  environment  and 
atmosphere  which  makes  living  on  Cape  Cod  so  desirable. 

In  that  regard  we  urge  that  you  indicate  your  interest 
and  concern  by  giving  your  local  officials  the  help  and  sup¬ 
port  they  will  need  in  the  continuing  effort  to  maintain  and 
enhance  the  position  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  as  a  fine  place 
in  which  to  live.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Assessors 


Field  work  for  the  Board  in  Setting  values  on  new  con¬ 
struction,  residential  and  commercial  and  individual  addi¬ 
tions  and  alterations  was  done  under  contract  by  the  United 
Appraisal  Company  to  maintain  equitable  assessing.  As  noted 
below  the  added  value  for  tax  purposes  amounted  to 
$3,380,180.00  during  the  year.  This  again  emphasizes  the 
growth  taking  place  in  Harwich  and  especially  the  rapid  rise 
in  land  values. 

The  tax  bills  and  valuation  books  were  processed  by  Win¬ 
gate  Computing  Company  as  before,  greatly  reducing  the 
clerical  detail  work  required  in  the  Assessing  Office. 

Harwich  received  about  $100,000.00  less  from  the  State 
in  1969  than  in  1968,  which  represents  the  approximate  in¬ 
crease  of  $1.25  in  our  tax  rate. 

The  Assessors  have  proceeded  with  plans  to  determine 
the  owners  of  parcels  of  land  listed  by  the  Board  as  land 
of  owners  unknown  in  the  hope  of  adding  to  our  tax  rolls,  or 
at  least  properly  indentifying  the  parcels. 

We  again  suggest  that  voters  seriously  consider  the  space 
problems  existing  not  only  in  the  Assessing  Department  but 
throughout  the  Town  Office.

Report  of  the  Finance  Committee 


In  1969  the  Finance  Committee  lost  three  members  by 
resignation.  They  were  Charles  E.  Chamberlain,  Jr.  (Chair¬ 
man),  John  F.  Ladd  and  Lodge  Staubach.  Also  Executive 
Secretary  Donn  B.  Griffin  who  resigned  at  the  end  of  Decem¬ 
ber.  Edwin  M.  Partridge  became  Chairman  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee  and  John  Ferreira  was  elected  Secretary  pro  tern. 

We  were  fortunate  to  have  John  C.  Coombs  and  John 
Caplice,  both  former  members,  John  E.  Ferreira  and  Barry  A. 
Hemeon  join  the  committee. 

During  the  year  transfers  from  the  reserve  fund  ex¬ 
hausted  the  $20,000  in  the  fund  completely.  This  made  it 
necessary  to  refuse  some  requests  for  transfers  with  the 
suggestion  that  such  sums  as  could  properly  be  so  handled 
be  placed  in  the  unpaid  bills  account  for  action  by  the  1970 
Town  Meeting. 

The  inflation  taking  place  in  the  national  economy  is  in 
large  part  responsible  for  the  heavy  demands  on  the  Reserve 
Fund  and  is  making  a  closer  than  usual  scrutiny  necessary 
of  the  Budget  and  Articles  which  will  appear  in  the  1970 
Town  Warrant.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Your  Planning  Board  held  regular  weekly  meetings 
throughout  the  year.  At  these  meetings  applications  for 
subdivisions  were  discussed  with  the  applicants,  their  en¬ 
gineers  and/or  surveyors,  our  Town  Engineer,  out  of  Town 
consultants,  our  Town  Counsel  and  in  many  cases  the  Boards 
of  Selectmen  and  Health. 

We  still  have  before  us  the  188-lot  proposed  subdivision 
known  as  “Headwaters”  at  the  headwaters  of  Herring  River 
and  Hinkley’s  Pond.  Because  of  the  size  of  the  subdivision 
and  its  geographical  location  on  either  side  of  a  conservancy 
district,  the  fact  that  it  is  approximately  one  mile  from  a 
properly  constructed  town  road,  and  the  fact  that  the  topog¬ 
raphy  of  the  land  mass  involved  presents  many  questions 
of  adequate  drainage,  have  made  it  necessary  for  us  to  have 
many  meetings  devoted  to  this  one  problem.  It  was  finally 
brought  to  a  Public  Hearing  on  October  14,  1969.  As  a  result 
of  that  hearing  the  application  was  disapproved  for  six  rea¬ 
sons.  We  are  now  engaged  in  further  meetings,  discussions 
and  negotiations  at  the  request  of  the  applicants,  who  have 
the  right  under  our  Rules  and  Regulations  to  submit  further 
plans  in  an  effort  to  resolve  the  restrictions  we  have  imposed. 

This,  in  addition  to  our  regular  flow  of  subdivision  de¬ 
liberations  has  made  for  a  very  busy  year. 

We  have  devoted  several  meetings  to  a  study  of  the 
Master  Plan  in  the  light  of  the  report  of  the  Master  Plan 
Study  Committee,  but  we  have  not  been  able  to  give  as  much 
time  to  this  subject  as  we  would  like  or  as  should  be  given 
to  it.  For  that  reason  we  have  inserted  an  article  in  the  Town 
Warrant  asking  that  the  membership  of  your  Planning  Board 
be  increased  to  the  legal  limit  of  nine  so  that  some  members 
could  be  designated  as  a  subcommittee,  who  would  be  free 
of  the  task  of  subdivision  control  and  whose  only  function 
would  be  that  of  planning.  Such  a  committee  would  of  course, 
coordinate  its  work  with  the  rest  of  the  Board.  We  hope  you 
will  support  us  in  Town  Meeting.  In  addition  to  this  Article 
we  are  also  submitting  two  other  articles  which  we  also  hope 
you  will  consider  favorably. 
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In  the  course  of  the  year  we  have  held  several  public 
hearings  and  meetings  with  the  Master  Plan  Study  Commit¬ 
tee,  the  Conservation  Committee,  Representatives  of  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Natural  Resources  and  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Health  and  Recreation. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  various  Boards, 
Committees,  Commissions,  Agencies  and  individuals  who  have 
been  so  helpful  to  us  throughout  the  year.

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Report  of  the  Personnel  Board 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  organization  of  the  Board  remained  unchanged  for 
1969.  The  support  of  the  voters  in  accepting  the  recommen¬ 
dations  of  the  Board  is  gratifying.  The  interest  and  co¬ 
operation  of  the  Finance  Committee,  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
Department  Heads  has  been  of  great  help  to  the  Board 
throughout  the  year. 

In  its  continuing  study  of  wages,  the  Personnel  Board 
anticipates  a  15%  cost  of  living  increase  over  the  three-year 
period  1968-1969-1970.  At  the  1968  Annual  Town  Meeting  the 
voters  approved  the  Board’s  recommendation  to  grant  a  3% 
cost  of  living  wage  increase  for  Town  employees  for  the 
calendar  year  1968.  At  the  1969  Annual  Town  Meeting  the 
voters  approved  the  recommendation  of  the  Personnel  Board 
to  grant  an  overall  wage  increase  of  7%  in  the  Classification 
and  Compensation  Plan  for  the  calendar  year  1969  with 
certain  other  departmental  adjustments  designed  to  elimi¬ 
nate  inequalities  which  then  appeared  reasonable  and  in  line 
with  action  taken  by  other  towns  of  the  Commonwealth.  In 
accordance  with  our  current  study,  the  Board  has  submitted 
a  detailed  Article  for  inclusion  in  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
Warrant  for  an  overall  increase  of  5%  in  the  Classification 
and  Compensation  plan  for  1970.  Some  minor  adjustments 
designed  to  eliminate  inequalities  have  been  included. 

The  Board  has  also  included  in  its  recommendations  an 
Article  amending  Part  IX  (Vacation  Leave)  of  the  By-Law 
which  shortens  the  length  of  service  to  qualify  for  longer 
periods  of  vacation.  The  proposal  grants  employees  vacation 
leave  of  two  calendar  weeks  with  full  pay  who,  as  of  May 
first,  have  been  employed  by  the  Town  for  at  least  one  year, 
but  less  than  five  years;  a  vacation  leave  of  three  weeks  with 
full  pay  to  any  employee  who,  as  of  May  first,  has  been 
employed  by  the  Town  for  five  years;  and,  a  vacation  leave 
of  four  calendar  weeks  with  full  pay  to  any  employee  who, 
as  of  May  first,  has  been  employed  by  the  Town  for  fifteen 
years  or  more.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Voters  of  the 
Town  of  Harwich: 

The  1969  Harwich  Town  Meeting,  Article  102,  created  a 
committee  of  five  to  study  methods  of  improving  and 
strengthening  the  town  government  of  Harwich.  The  com¬ 
mittee  met  on  three  evenings  with  the  Selectmen  to  discuss 
their  duties  as  well  as  those  of  Assessors,  Board  of  Health, 
licensing  authority  and  so  on.  Following  this  we  have  met 
with  all  operating  departments  and  most  committees  of  the 
town.  Discussions  have  been  held  relative  to  present  opera¬ 
tions,  equipment  or  property,  and  future  plans  for  the  de¬ 
partments.  Recommendations  have  been  sought  about  de¬ 
partmental  operations  on  consolidations,  as  well  as  possible 
changes  in  town  government  structure. 

The  committee  now  plans  to  visit  other  towns  to  discuss 
and  observe  if  possible,  the  workings  of  Department  of  Pub¬ 
lic  Works,  Town  Manager,  Executive  Secretary,  and  Char¬ 
ter  Commissions.  We  will  then  be  able  to  coordinate  our  find¬ 
ings  and  make  a  full  and  final  report  to  the  Town  with  our 
recommendations  and  considerations. 

The  committee  wishes  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the 
cooperation  and  support  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Town 
departments  and  concerned  citizens.  We  ask  for  an  extension 
of  time  in  order  to  prepare  our  final  report.

The  Commission  has  continued  its  efforts  to  preserve 
the  Historical  assets  of  the  Town.  We  have  had  several  meet¬ 
ings  with  the  Harwich  Historic  Study  Committee.  This  Com¬ 
mittee  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  at  our  request,  and 
two  of  our  members  are  very  active  on  the  Committee. 

We  had  a  special  meeting  at  the  request  of  the  Town 
Clerk  who  had  received  an  urgent  message  from  Secretary 
of  State  P.  X.  Davoren  in  regard  to  Federal  grants  for  his¬ 
toric  preservation  in  Massachusetts.  We  made  a  list  of  our 
Historic  Buildings,  estimated  the  total  cost  of  preservation, 
and  were  one  of  the  first  to  return  our  report  to  the  State 
House. 

Another  joint  meeting  was  held  in  October  at  Brooks 
Academy  when  Dr.  Richard  W.  Hale,  Jr.,  acting  chairman 
of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission  met  with  us  to 
discuss  in  some  detail  plans  for  an  Historic  District  in  Har¬ 
wich  Center.  He  believes  that  Harwich  is  the  only  inland 
center  on  the  Cape  which  combines  existing  examples  of 
early  Cape  stores,  and  four  or  more  types  of  architecture. 
This  makes  the  main  street  of  Harwich  Center  a  valuable 
Historic  District.  As  a  result  of  Dr.  Hale’s  suggestions,  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  study  committee  have  completed  their  work  and 
their  report  will  follow.

The  Harwich  Historic  Study  Committee  has  had  a  very 
busy  and  interesting  year  in  1969,  part  of  the  time  meeting 
every  two  weeks. 

Mr.  Don  Sackhiem  who  was  making  an  architectural 
survey  of  the  Cape  came  to  our  July  meeting  and  in  Oc¬ 
tober  we  met  with  Dr.  Richard  W.  Hale,  Jr.,  acting  chairman 
of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission.  As  a  result  of 
these  meetings  plans  have  been  made  to  make  the  Main 
Street  of  Harwich  Center,  which  has  so  many  interesting 
features,  an  Historic  District.  This  district  will  start  at  the 
Parish  House  and  First  Congregational  Church  and  extend 
to  and  include  Brooks  Park  on  the  north  side  of  the  street, 
and  will  start  at  Anne  S.  Larkin’s  House  and  extend  to  and 
include  Ralph  U.  Brett’s  House  on  the  south  side  of  the 
street  and  Brooks  Academy  and  the  Recreation  Building  on 
Sisson  Road. 

A  survey  of  all  the  houses  and  buildings  in  the  area  has 
been  made,  pictures  taken  and  maps  have  been  drawn. 

In  November  a  letter  was  sent  to  each  owner  explaining 
the  reasons  for  the  district  and  informing  him  of  the  im¬ 
portance  of  his  building.

A  public  hearing  was  held  in  December.  A  notice  of 
the  pending  hearing  was  sent  to  each  owner.

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Report  of  the  Town  Engineer 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and 

Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  work  of  the  Town  Engineer  has  continued  in  a  normal 
manner  in  1969  and  this  “normal  manner”  consists  of  many 
varied  operations. 

We  have  carried  out  projects  for  several  departments 
such  as  plans  and  specifications  for  tennis  court  construc¬ 
tion  for  the  Park  Department  which  will  be  completed  in  the 
Spring  of  1970.  Plans  were  prepared  for  the  Historic  District, 
plans  of  possible  library  locations,  and  a  drainage  study  was 
made  for  the  School  Department. 

The  relocated  Oliver  Snow  Road  was  staked  out  for  the 
installation  of  pipes  by  the  Water  Department  and  several 
locations  were  set  out  for  the  Highway  Department. 

The  Planning  Board  has  been  quite  active  this  past 
year  which  has  reflected  into  this  Department  with  a  con¬ 
siderably  increased  work  load. 

Real  Estate  activity  has  been  high  in  Harwich  in  1969 
and  this  has  resulted  in  the  increasing  sale  of  rural  land 
which  is  difficult  land  to  locate.  We  have  spent  a  large 
amount  of  time  on  the  tax  sheets  for  the  Board  of  Assessors. 

The  Engineer  has  attended  several  conferences  with 
State  officials  and  has  been  present  at  several  public  hear¬ 
ings. 

Several  plans  for  street  acceptance  were  prepared  for 
the  1969  Town  Meeting. 

As  in  the  past  the  Engineer  has  had  the  finest  coopera¬ 
tion  from  the  other  Town  Departments.

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Report  of  the  Conservation  Commission 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

In  the  course  of  the  year  we  held  twenty  meetings. 
There  were  meetings  with  the  Selectmen,  Town  Engineer, 
Herring  Supervisor  and  the  Planning  Board.  Members  of 
our  Commission  attended  Hearings  of  the  Planning  Board 
and  the  Appeals  Board.  Two  of  our  meetings  with  the  Select¬ 
men  were  for  the  purpose  of  electing  new  members  to  our 
commission.  In  March  the  Commission  was  brought  up  to 
full  complement  of  seven  members  by  the  election  of  Mrs. 
Lee  Baldwin,  Dr.  Carl  Clapp  and  Mr.  David  Tobey.  Dr.  Clapp 
was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Commission  at  that  time.  In 
June  the  Commission  received  with  regret  the  resignation 
of  G.  Wesley  Stidstone,  an  active  and  devoted  conservation¬ 
ist.  In  July  Dr.  William  Falla  was  elected  to  fill  out  the 
term  vacated  by  Mr.  Stidstone. 

Two  articles  were  inserted  in  the  1969  Warrant.  One  was 
for  repairs  to  the  Herring  Run  and  the  other  was  for  the 
transfer  of  funds  received  for  the  easement  of  land  to  the 
Cape  and  Vineyard  Electric  Co.  Herring  Run  repairs  have 
been  delayed  pending  further  engineering  considerations. 
Funds  from  the  easement  must  of  legal  course  be  returned 
to  the  General  Fund.  The  terms  of  the  lease  of  the  cran¬ 
berry  bogs  in  the  Conservation  area  have  been  complied 
with  and  three  flumes  have  been  replaced.  Additional  work 
is  to  be  done  in  the  Spring. 

Much  of  our  time  during  the  year  was  devoted  to  the 
Headwaters  Sub-division  because  of  our  concern  with  the 
possible  pollution  of  Herring  River.  As  a  town  board  we 
acquainted  ourselves  with  the  area  and  the  problems;  at¬ 
tended  meetings  and  hearings  and  published  a  letter  of  op¬ 
position  to  the  Sub-division  in  its  proposed  form  in  local 
newspapers. 

We  have  contracted  for  signs  to  be  placed  at  the  several 
entrances  of  the  Herring  River  Conservation  Lands. 

We  have  received  offers  to  purchase  land  for  conserva¬ 
tion  purposes.  We  continually  seek  land  through  purchase 
or  outright  gifts  and  actively  seek  conservation  easements. 
We  also  hope  to  have  an  adequate  Conservation  Fund  to 
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enable  us  to  purchase  land  without  too  much  delay  if  we 
feel  it  is  to  the  Towns  advantage  financially  and  with  an 
interest  to  Conservation.  We  are  currently  reviewing  plans 
to  acquire  lands  sufficient  to  protect  Herring  River  and  the 
adjacent  marsh  basin. 

The  aims  of  our  Commission  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  concentrate  on  the  protection  of  our  present 
resources. 

2.  To  acquire  wetlands. 

3.  To  protect  wildlife  and  the  ecology  within  our  town. 

4.  To  prevent  pollution  of  our  water  resources. 

5.  To  work  closely  with  other  town  departments  foi 
the  purposes  of  Conservation  in  all  its  forms. 

In  the  final  analysis  we  want  it  known  to  the  voters  oi 
Harwich  that  we  recognize  the  urgent  need  to  stabilize  oui 
natural  environment  by  the  permanent  preservation  of  open 
space  and  natural  resources.

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Report  of  Park  Commissioners 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

We  are  pleased  to  submit  herewith  our  Annual  Report. 

1969  began  with  the  addition  to  our  regular  duties,  the 
maintenance  of  Whitehouse  Field.  Along  with  the  continu¬ 
ing  upkeep  of  all  our  present  areas  we  were  able  to  maintain 
and  improve  upon  these  responsibilities  because  of  favorable 
and  prevailing  weather  conditions. 

Under  Article  86,  two  new  tennis  courts  were  put  out 
for  bid.  However,  because  the  submitted  prices  were  exhorbi- 
tant,  all  bids  were  rejected.  The  project  was  broken  down 
into  categories  and  again  put  out  for  bids.  The  result  was 
astonishing,  as  we  were  easily  able  to  fit  these  bids  to  our 
appropriation.  Work  was  started  during  the  summer,  and 
the  courts  will  be  ready  for  use  in  1970. 

At  this  time  we  would  like  to  thank  the  Harwich  Junior 
Woman’s  Club,  the  Harwich  Jaycees,  20  Links  Club  and  Port¬ 
uguese  Sewing  Circle  for  their  donations  of  playground  equip¬ 
ment.  The  equipment  was  purchased  by  the  clubs  and  in¬ 
stalled  by  the  Jaycees.  Thanks  also  to  the  Junior  Woman’s 
Club  for  the  many  activities  they  conducted  this  past  year  at 
Brooks  Park  and  for  their  desire  to  help  improve  the  park 
areas.  It’s  encouraging  to  have  such  interest  in  our  projects! 

We  look  forward  to  a  busy  and  fruitful  1970;  we  antici¬ 
pate  a  successful  merger  resulting  in  high  ideals  and  un¬ 
inhibited  ambition  for  an  improved  Park  and  Recreation 
Commission. 

On  May  20,  1969  —  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
approved  an  Act  creating  a  Parks  and  Recreation  Commis¬ 
sion  in  the  Town  of  Harwich  to  consist  of  nine  members.

Tree  Warden  and  Moth  Superintendent 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  the 
Town  of  Harwich: 

Nineteen  dead  trees  were  removed  from  the  roadsides 
this  year.  Several  of  these  trees  were  killed  by  the  tip  worm, 
and  there  are  many  more  that  will  have  to  be  removed  this 
coming  year. 

Many  roadsides  were  cleared  of  low-hanging  limbs  that 
were  hitting  cars  as  they  passed  under  the  trees.  Several 
street  lights  that  could  not  be  seen  at  night  were  cleared  of 
limbs. 

Nineteen  maple  trees  were  set  out  in  different  parts  of 
the  Town.  Four  of  these  trees  were  set  out  where  young  trees 
had  died.  This  work  was  done  under  Article  Twelve,  Town 
Meeting  of  1968. 

An  early  dormant  spray  to  control  the  elm-bark  beetle, 
carrier  of  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease,  was  put  on  by  helicopter. 
Four  elm  trees  died  this  year  from  this  disease  and  had  to 
be  removed.  This  is  the  largest  number  of  trees  we  have  ever 
lost  in  any  one  year,  and  I  expect  this  increase  to  continue 
more  and  more  as  our  elm  trees  become  weaker  by  age. 

While  there  has  been  a  large  increase  in  gypsy  moth  in¬ 
festation,  the  number  of  pine  tip  worms,  tent  caterpillars, 
fall  webworms,  and  other  leaf-eating  insects  remains  about 
the  same  as  last  year. 

The  small  appropriation  voted  for  1969  was  used  attemp¬ 
ting  to  keep  these  insects  under  control.  The  results  will  not 
be  noticed  until  1970.

Crime,  nationally,  is  climbing  at  an  alarming  rate.  We 
know  what  causes  crime.  We  know  who  commits  crime,  and 
some  of  us  think  we  know  what  action  should  be  taken  to 
reduce  crime.  Some  causes  of  increased  crime  are  beyond 
effective  control,  and  our  changing  social  values  have  also 
contributed  to  the  rise  in  crime.  Discipline,  as  a  means  of 
regulating  human  behavior,  seems  to  be  going  out  of  style. 
This  is  especially  true  in  the  home,  where  there  appears  to 
be  too  much  permissiveness  shown  to  youngsters.  Statistic¬ 
ally,  this  shows  up  in  the  great  number  of  young  persons 
arrested  today  for  most  of  our  crimes,  such  as  breaking  and 
entering,  larceny,  assaults  and  stolen  vehicles.  Some  of  these 
are  attributable  to  the  increase  in  the  use  of  alcohol  and 
drugs. 

During  the  past  year,  with  the  aid  of  a  large  number 
of  citizen  volunteers,  we  instituted  a  Speed  Survey  of  a  num¬ 
ber  of  streets,  with  the  hope  that  some  of  these  streets  will 
be  posted  with  minimum  speeds.  We  also  instituted  a  first 
offense  fine  for  illegal  parking  on  a  number  of  congested 
streets.  We  have  also  added  to  the  regular  Department  our 
first  Distaff  Dispatcher.  This  is  also  our  first  year  under 
Civil  Service. 
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This  coming  year  we  intend  to  give  a  concerted  and 
genuine  effort  to  study  and  recommend  some  improvements 
in  the  general  areas  of  traffic  and  parking  problems.  Also, 
alcohol  and  narcotics  which  are  real  Social  Problems  today. 

Again  I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the 
heads  of  the  various  Town  Departments,  the  members  of  the 
Police  Department  and  all  the  citizens  of  the  Town  for  their 
cooperation  during  the  past  year.

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Report  of  the  Civil  Defense  Director 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  to  the 
Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich 

I  hereby  submit  the  report  of  the  Department  of  Civil 
Defense  for  the  year  1969. 

Civil  defense  is  a  joint  government  effort  to  save  lives 
and  property  in  the  event  of  any  man-made  or  natural  dis¬ 
aster.  Most  of  its  day  to  day  activities  are  conducted  on  the 
local  level,  where  the  Civil  Defense  Director  and  a  volunteer 
staff  directs  the  operations.  In  this  regard,  I  wish  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  thank  the  many  persons  who  volunteered 
to  assist  during  the  September  9,  1969,  Hurricane  Watch. 
Fortunately  the  crisis  passed  and  we  did  not  need  the  help, 
but  it  was  wonderful  the  way  the  people  came  in  to  volun¬ 
teer  their  services. 

This  past  summer  we  were  able  to  stockpile  with  food 
and  medicine,  the  Shelter  Headquarters  at  the  Elementary 
School  on  South  Street.  An  Advanced  First  Aid  Class  was 
also  held  at  the  Police  Station. 

There  are  many  things  a  householder  can  do  in  advance 
to  prepare  for  an  emergency,  such  as  stocking  extra  food 
which  requires  no  cooking  or  refrigeration.  Have  a  flash¬ 
light  with  extra  batteries  and  a  supply  of  candles  for  light¬ 
ing.  In  severe  storms  keep  travel  at  a  minimum.  Keep  your 
car  in  excellent  condition  and  if  forced  to  travel,  take  some¬ 
one  with  you.  Let  someone  know  where  you  are  going  and 
your  approximate  time  of  arrival.  Have  emergency  storm 
supplies  in  your  car,  also.  Don’t  be  daring  or  foolhardy. 
Stop,  turn  back,  or  seek  help,  rather  than  risk  being  stalled, 
lost  or  isolated. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  of  the  personnel 
involved  in  our  Civil  Defense  program,  and  to  all  other  de¬ 
partments  for  their  assistance.

In  closing  out  the  report  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the 
year  1969  I  would  like  to  report  that  the  new  aerial  ladder 
voted  at  the  1969  Town  Meeting  has  been  ordered  from  the 
Fire  Apparatus  Service  and  Supply  Corporation  of  100  Otis 
St.,  Brockton,  Mass.,  with  expected  delivery  in  March  of  1970. 
The  new  station  wagon  was  ordered  and  delivered  by  the 
Manson  Motor  Corporation  of  Chatham,  Mass. 

All  other  fire  fighting  equipment  is  in  good  condition 
and  replacement  of  this  type  is  not  anticipated  in  the  near 
future.  The  Ambulance  should  be  replaced  in  1971  to  insure 
reliable  rescue  equipment. 

The  demands  of  fire  and  emergency  problems  vary 
greatly  with  the  increased  growth  of  a  community.  The  fire 
department  in  turn  has  to  change  and  improve  to  meet  the 
problems  of  the  time.  I  again  wish  to  emphasize  the  need  for 
the  outlying  stations  so  that  all  citizens  may  have  proper 
fire  protection  and  emergency  service  in  their  respective 
areas. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  men  of  the  department  for  their 
co-operation  and  donation  of  time  during  the  last  year;  to 
the  members  and  Chiefs  of  other  Towns  and  to  the  Citizens 
of  Harwich  for  their  co-operation.

During  the  past  year  many  veterans  and  families  have 
been  aided  through  Veterans’  Benefits  under  Chapter  115  of 
General  Laws  of  Massachusetts.  Over  30  permanent  cases 
and  many  temporary  hardship  emergency  cases. 

Persons  coming  to  this  office  are  also  in  need  of  Federal 
Veteran  information,  seeking  Federal  Pensions,  V.  A.  Hospital 
Admissions,  filing  of  yearly  income  reports,  etc.  What  can  be 
done  in  this  office  is  of  great  assistance  and  convenience  to 
the  people  of  the  Town  of  Harwich,  as  it  assists  the  very 
busy  personnel  of  the  V.A.  Administration. 

Veterans  and  dependents  of  deceased  veterans  are  ad¬ 
vised  to  contact  this  office  at  the  Brooks  Academy  for  help  in 
completing  their  just  claims,  benefits,  services,  entitlements 
to  secure  benefits  rightly  due. 

There  have  been  numerous  changes  in  laws  and  admin¬ 
istrative  regulations  of  the  Federal  Government  and  of  the 
Commonwealth  in  this  past  year.  In  most  cases  these  have 
resulted  in  increased  Veterans’  Benefits.

Recreation  Commission  presents  its  20th  annual,  and  final 
departmental  report  to  the  Townspeople  of  Harwich. 

12,582  individuals  were  logged  in  the  office  record.  The 
figures  emphasize  the  need  for  a  large  all-purpose  room  as 
the  numerous  activities  continue  to  outgrow  the  limited 
space.  Plus  28  community  groups  are  presently  provided 
with  facilities  during  winter  and  summer. 

Our  ALL  MALE  COFFEE  HOUR  for  leisurely  retired 
gentlemen  continues  to  be  popular  on  Wednesday  and  Thurs¬ 
day  mornings  from  ten  to  one  o’clock.  Come  one,  come  all 
and  enjoy  the  friendly  atmosphere! 

The  delegate  LEGAL  SERVICE  OFFICE  continues  to 
render  a  most  valuable  community  service  to  many  of  our 
friends  and  neighbors  and  is  now  directed  by  Robert  Terry, 
Esq. 

Sharing  the  Room  6  office  is  the  headquarters  of  the 
MID-CAPE  HEAD  START  tri-town  program,  directed  by  Mrs. 
Regina  Crowley  assisted  by  Mrs.  Edward  Zelek,  Adelyn  Pea¬ 
body  and  many  faithful  volunteers.  The  many  direct  and 
indirect  benefits  deriving  from  the  Head  Start  Program  pro¬ 
vide  a  real  social  service  to  needy  families  of  the  Town.  The 
use  of  this  office  space  serves  as  an  “in  kind”  contribution 
on  behalf  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  to  a  Federally-funded 
program. 

The  gracious  hospitality  and  generous  custodial  coopera¬ 
tion  of  the  School  Committee  again  helped  to  insure  the 
success  of  our  summer  playground. 

Our  thanks  go  out  to  the  Jaycees,  Junior  Woman’s  Club, 
the  20  Links  and  Portuguese  Sewing  Circle  for  their  generous 
gift  of  much  needed  new  playground  equipment  installed  at 
Brooks  Park  for  the  use  of  small  children. 

SWIMMING  enrollment  again  surpassed  the  previous 
years  when  over  400  signed  up  at  Sand  Pond  during  the  first 
two  weeks.  Paul  Boire,  who  was  serving  his  fourth  term 
assisted  by  most  able  A.R.C.  water  safety  instructors  —  Irene 
Packard,  Lance  Hartford,  Betty  Callahan,  Paul  Callahan,  Les¬ 
lie  Gould,  Jeanne  Woods,  and  Terry  Burke,  with  Alan  Bush 
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as  Lifeguard.  “TOP-BILLING”  goes  to  our  aquatic  activities 
with  increased  enrollment  and  increased  certification. 

SAILING  —  Sun,  sand  and  an  “inland  sea”  all  spell  sail- 
fun  for  some  50  odd  enthusiastic  sailors  enjoying  sunflsh 
craft  with  mini-cockpits  to  the  end  of  qualifying  for 
certificates. 

ARTS  and  CRAFTS  WORKSHOP  in  response  to  numer¬ 
ous  requests  was  organized  and  conducted  by  Betty  Callahan 
at  the  Recreation  Building.  An  exhibit  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  program  proved  the  value  of  quiet  constructive  recreation 
for  those  boys  and  girls  who  enjoyed  creativity. 

More  than  200  youngsters  participated  in  a  Penny  Carni¬ 
val  which  they  initiated  under  the  direction  of  Paul  Callahan, 
Playground  Director,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Jimmy  Fund.  20 
booths  planned  and  operated,  refreshment  stands  and  pony- 
rides  were  featured  in  the  affair  that  drew  over  400  to  the 
Park  —  and  yielded  a  total  of  $75.00. 

TENNIS  —  More  than  50  of  assorted  ages  together  with 
the  general  public  attempted  to  play  on  our  “two”  courts. 
With  the  completion  of  two  new  courts  under  construction  — 
the  pressure  will  be  partially  relieved. 

The  Recreation  Commission  has  continued  to  sponsor  in 
part  the  DRAMA  WORKSHOP  of  the  Harwich  Junior  The¬ 
atre  for  boys  and  girls  who  have  completed  first  grade  and 
to  assist  several  other  youth  organizations. 

Whitehouse  Field,  undoubtedly  the  finest  town  ballfield 
on  the  Cape  was  formally  dedicated  on  July  9th,  1969  with 
a  Chatham-Harwich  game  in  celebration  of  the  275  Anni¬ 
versary  program. 

On  May  20,  1969  —  The  Commonwealth  of  Mass,  approved 
an  Act  creating  a  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  in  the 
Town  of  Harwich  to  consist  of  nine  members. 

Upon  the  effective  date  August  20,  1969,  the  Park  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  Recreation  Commission  were  thereby  abolished.

On  May  20,  1969  —  The  Commonwealth  of  Mass,  ap¬ 
proved  an  Act  creating  a  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission 
which  became  effective  90  days  later  on  August  20,  1969. 

The  newly  created  commission  has  met  regularly  to  dis¬ 
cuss  personnel,  budget  and  scope  so  that  all  members  might 
be  familiar  with  the  operation  of  both  defunct  commissions. 
A  carefully  planned  budget  has  been  submitted  for  the  an¬ 
nual  meeting  which  we  believe,  reflects  many  advantages  of 
the  merger  and  emphasizes  the  ability  of  the  new  commis¬ 
sion  to  serve  the  Town  more  efficiently  in  the  field  of  recre¬ 
ation  and  open  park  areas. 

The  Commission  has  discussed  at  length  a  projected  pro¬ 
gram  considering  the  growth  of  the  Town.  In  the  very  near 
future  it  appears  that  responsibility  for  all  beaches,  parks 
and  associated  recreation  facilities  should  be  coordinated 
and  centralized.

Town  of  Harwich: 

I  hereby  submit  the  Report  of  the  Beach  Committee  for 
the  year  1969. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  all  the  Town  beaches  were 
reviewed  and  found  in  good  condition. 

The  Shore  Road  beach  in  West  Harwich  was  given  con¬ 
siderable  attention  with  plans  for  extending  existing  jetties 
undertaken  and  application  made  to  the  State  for  permission 
to  do  the  work.  The  Beach  sticker  system  worked  reasonably 
well  for  the  1969  season,  but  it  was  suggested  some  arrange¬ 
ment  be  made  for  the  next  season  to  sell  stickers  on  Satur¬ 
day  and  Sunday.  Some  of  the  Parking  attendants  left  much 
to  be  desired  and  different  hiring  practices  were  recommend¬ 
ed  for  the  1970  season,  with  the  hope  local  people  be  hired 
if  available. 

The  Life  Guards  proved  very  conscientious,  and  both 
guards  and  attendants  put  in  extra  hours  keeping  the  beach¬ 
es  clean. 

It  was  recommended  bumper  stickers  instead  of  window 
stickers  be  used  in  the  coming  season. 

Posts  and  comfort  stations  have  been  painted  to  good 
advantage  and  it  is  hoped  that  curbing  be  placed  between 
beach  and  parking  space  to  stop  erosion  of  asphalt.

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Report  of  the  Harbor  Master 


To  the  Selectmen  and 
Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  season  for  water  activities  appeared  to  be  extended 
by  nearly  a  month  this  year.  This  indicates  that  off-season 
slip  rentals  may  soon  be  in  order. 

The  use  of  a  Town  boat  made  our  operation  a  great  deal 
easier. 

Round  Cove  showed  quite  an  increase  in  pleasure  boat 
activity  and  also  a  very  serious  parking  problem. 

Mooring  space  in  Wychmere  and  Allen  Harbors  is  more 
of  a  problem  each  year  and  I  don’t  expect  the  new  harbor  to 
change  the  situation  very  much.  A  letter  was  posted  in  the 
boat  yards  and  yacht  clubs  which  is  reproduced  below. 

TO  RESIDENTS  INTERESTED  IN  BOATING: 

The  Town’s  new  harbor  at  Andrews  River  is  expected  to 
be  in  full  operation  next  Spring.  There  will  be  in  excess  of 
150  slips  available. 

Requests  for  slips  should  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Har¬ 
bormaster  by  the  first  of  April  and  should  include  length  and 
beam  of  the  boat  for  which  the  slip  is  desired. 

IMPORTANT  —  MOORINGS 

Even  with  the  opening  of  the  new  Harbor  we  expect  to  be 
short  of  mooring  space. 

To  alleviate  the  situation,  IT  MAY  BE  EXPECTED  THAT 
BOATS  UNDER  20  FEET  WILL  BE  REQUIRED  TO  DOUBLE 
UP  ON  FLOAT  MOORINGS  FOR  THE  1970  SEASON. 

One  of  these  float  moorings  can  be  seen  just  southwest 
of  the  Wychmere  Town  Landing. 

Another  future  possibility  is  bow  and  stern  moorings,  as 
used  in  some  harbors  both  north  and  south  of  here. 

YACHT  CLUBS 

Eventually  it  may  become  necessary  to  have  landing 
stages  for  all  small  outboard  and  centerboard  boats,  thus 
storing  them  ashore  as  is  done  at  clubs  on  the  Great  Lakes. 
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Planning  now  for  this  type  of  operation  by  the  Yacht 
Clubs  may  make  things  a  great  deal  easier  when  the  time 
comes. 

Your  cooperation  will  help  make  room  for  your  friends 
and  guests. 

The  Allen’s  Harbor  Yacht  Club  took  a  lead  on  New  Year’s 
Day  and  voted  to  build  six  float  moorings. 

I  wish  to  thank  Bob  Cottrell,  Frank  Thompson,  Bud 
Brown  and  the  Police  Chief  for  the  use  of  their  docks  and 
their  help. 

A  special  thanks  to  Bob  Lufkin,  who  is  a  very  able  assist¬ 
ant. 

May  we  all  give  thanks  that  we  had  no  accidents.

apply  for  Federal  Funds  to  have  a  set  of  plans  drawn  for  a 
proposed  Sewage  System.  We  wish  to  report  that  the  cost 
to  the  Town  of  this  Committee  has  been  zero  to  date.  We 
hope  the  Townspeople  will  see  fit  to  continue  this  committee.

Report  of  the  Shellfish  Warden 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  the 

Town  of  Harwich: 

The  purity  of  the  waters  in  our  harbors  and  bays  is  vital 
to  the  maintenance  of  our  shellfisheries.  Unless  a  close  watch 
is  kept  on  potential  contaminating  properties  entering  our 
waters  we  could  well  lose  the  privilege  of  shellfishing  in  a 
few  short  years.  I  suggest  that  we  all  watch  for  pollution 
sources  and  report  them  to  the  proper  authorities. 

The  inventory  of  our  shellfish  it  at  a  fair  level  including 
seed  and  adult  stock. 

This  years  scallop  harvest  was  good  and  should  be  fair 
next  year. 

The  raft  culture  of  oysters  is  a  proven  factor  and  if  the 
seed  source  is  not  interrupted  we  could  generally  have  a  con¬ 
stant  supply.  One  hundred  strings  of  Fisher  Island  oysters 
were  grown  this  year  at  Round  Cove. 

Quahog  seed  was  moved  for  commercial  and  domestic 
purposes.  The  commercial  fishing  of  quahogs  has  been  good. 

Clams  were  in  moderate  supply  for  the  family  digger  in 
April  and  May  but  the  encroachment  upon  our  shore  by  the 
building  of  docks  and  dredging  is  slowly  cutting  into  our 
potential  area  of  supply.  It  is  time  to  prevent  any  more  en¬ 
croachment  on  areas  where  there  is  a  potential  for  the  grow¬ 
ing  of  shellfish. 

Records  and  statistics  have  been  kept  as  in  past  years 
in  cooperation  with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Marine 
Fisheries.

Brooks  Library  has  continued  to  be  a  very  busy  and  ex¬ 
tremely  crowded  place  during  1969.  The  Trustees  and  the  Li¬ 
brary  Needs  Study  Committee  are  continuing  to  explore  pos¬ 
sibilities  for  alleviating  these  difficult  and  inefficient  work¬ 
ing  conditions  in  a  manner  which  would  be  satisfactory  for 
the  library’s  purposes  and  its  rightful  place  in  the  commun¬ 
ity  without  being  an  excessive  financial  burden  for  a  town  of 
our  size  and  future  potential.  One  possible  solution  would  be 
to  include  in  one  building  a  new  library  and  enlarged  facili¬ 
ties  of  the  present  Town  Office  with  the  thought  of  reducing 
both  the  construction  and  maintenance  costs  of  both. 

Mrs.  John  Ladd  left  her  position  as  a  member  of  the 
staff,  and  Mrs.  Frederick  Brack  has  taken  her  place.  We 
thank  Mrs.  Ladd  for  her  contribution  to  the  library  these 
past  three  years  and  welcome  Mrs.  Brack  from  a  similar  posi¬ 
tion  in  Needham. 

The  Harwich  Jr.  Woman’s  Club  has  continued  to  show  a 
great  interest  in  Brooks  Library.  In  November  and  December 
the  members  gave  their  time  and  effort  in  an  extra  OPERA¬ 
TION  HOUSECLEAN  with  special  attention  to  brightening  up 
and  decorating  the  Children’s  Room.  We  appreciate  their 
concern  and  help. 

The  Trustees  and  Librarian  have  attended  Cape  and 
state-wide  library  meetings  to  exchange  information  and  to 
keep  informed  on  ways  to  provide  better  service  to  the  citi¬ 
zens  of  the  town. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  gifts  of  books  and  records  from 
several  individuals;  and  we  have  expressed  our  thanks  on 
behalf  of  the  town  to  RCA  Victor  for  75  records,  and  to  Mrs.

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Librarian’s  Report 


The  past  year  has  been  one  of  mounting  frustrations  as 
we  have  attempted  to  keep  pace  with  increasing  needs  for 
library  service  in  space  that  becomes  more  and  more 
cramped.  Too  much  time  has  had  to  be  spent  in  constantly 
shifting  books  to  try  to  squeeze  out  an  extra  inch  or  two  of 
space. 

With  the  much  appreciated  help  of  Mrs.  J.  Edward  Elliot, 
236  books  were  removed  from  the  catalog  and  shelves,  while 
Mrs.  John  Clark  has  continued  her  volunteer  service  of  mend¬ 
ing  books.  We  are  grateful,  as  the  spiralling  cost  of  books 
makes  it  imperative  to  keep  worthwhile  books  in  circulation 
as  long  as  possible. 

A  series  of  most  successful  story  hours  for  pre-schoolers 
was  held  by  Mrs.  Frederick  Brack  and  the  sixth  grade  has 
continued  to  come  monthly  to  choose  books  and  learn  about 
library  services.  In  the  fall  of  1969,  the  sixth  grade  expanded 
to  include  four  classes. 

The  members  of  the  Harwich  Garden  Club  have  been 
most  faithful  in  making  flower  arrangements  for  the  top  of 
the  exhibit  case  and  the  Harwich  Junior  Woman’s  Club  has 
shown  its  interest  in  the  library  by  the  program  of  removing 
and  dusting  books  and  waxing  shelves.  To  date,  they  have 
thoroughly  cleaned  the  young  people’s  room,  the  reference 
room  and  part  of  the  main  room.  In  addition,  they  have 
started  a  service  of  carrying  collections  of  books  to  the  Ramb¬ 
ling  Rose  Nursing  Home  and  to  shut-ins. 

Although  we  have  been  able  to  purchase  only  a  few  of 
the  large-type  books  for  tired  eyes,  through  the  Eastern  Re¬ 
gion,  we  have  been  able  to  borrow  additional  titles.  These 
books  are  a  boon  to  those  who  love  to  read,  but  find  the  regu¬ 
lar  type  difficult  to  see. 

Three  art  exhibits  were  held  during  the  year  and,  as  al¬ 
ways,  proved  to  be  of  lively  interest  to  patrons.  One  was  a 
collection  done  by  various  pupils  of  Mrs.  Philip  Hammond, 
another  was  a  group  of  representative  paintings  of  Mr.  A.  A. 
K.  Booth  of  Great  Sand  Lakes,  while  a  third  was  the  result 
of  the  third  grade  art  class  of  the  Harwich  Elementary 
School. 
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As  of  December  31,  1969,  the  number  of  books  in  the  li¬ 
brary  included  12,243  adult  books  and  3,989  juvenile  titles 
making  a  total  of  16,232.

To  the  Board  of  Health 

Town  of  Harwich 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  this  annual  report  of  the  Barn¬ 
stable  County  Health  Department  for  the  year  1969. 

On  August  20,  1969  Rubella  (German  Measles)  vaccine 
was  made  available  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Health.  Rubella  is  usually  a  mild  disease.  It  assumes 
tremendous  importance  when  a  pregnant  woman  contracts 
the  disease  during  the  first  trimester  of  pregnancy  because 
of  the  possibility  of  congenital  defects  in  the  newborn.  There 
is  a  20  per  cent  risk  of  a  dead  or  deformed  infant.  Thus,  the 
most  important  objective  of  a  Rubella  Control  Program  is 
the  prevention  of  maternal  rubella.  This  can  best  be  accom¬ 
plished  at  the  present  time  by  reducing  the  reservoir  of 
rubella  virus  in  the  community  through  the  immunization 
of  children.  Children,  particularly  in  the  early  grades  of 
school,  are  the  biggest  source  of  infection  to  mothers  who 
are  still  susceptible.  They  are  also  the  major  source  of 
transmission  of  the  disease  in  the  community.  The  objective 
of  the  1969-1970  school  year  is  to  immunize  both  boys  and 
girls,  kindergarten  through  grade  three  with  plans  to  eventu¬ 
ally  include  children  one  year  through  junior  high  school 
age. 

The  increased  needs  for  all  kinds  of  services,  the  con¬ 
tinued  rise  in  costs  creating  competition  for  the  tax  dollar 
and  the  need  to  improve  the  use  of  the  available  profession¬ 
ally  prepared  human  resources  demands  that  all  provider 
agencies  must  cooperate  in  planning  for  and  in  the  delivery 
of  the  needed  health  services  for  every  citizen  in  Barnstable 
County. 

We  see  the  present  reorganization  process  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  and  the  State  Compre¬ 
hensive  Health  Planning  Program  for  Massachusetts  as  two 
important  steps  in  helping  the  local  health  agencies  in 
reaching  this  goal.  The  “Barnstable”  area  provider  and  con- 
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sumer  representatives  have  just  begun  their  planning  for  a 
study  of  our  health  needs  and  of  the  best  systems  to  provide 
the  services  to  take  care  of  the  confirmed  health  needs  of 
all  citizens. 

If  the  Barnstable  County  citizens  become  determined  to 
meet  the  challenge  of  “promoting  and  assuring  the  highest 
level  of  health  attainable  for  every  person”  the  “Partner¬ 
ship  for  Health  Act  of  1966”  can  become  a  reality. 

The  second  nurse  position  was  filled  late  this  year.  This 
will  provide  additional  qualified  health  nursing  supervision 
to  the  staff  of  seven  home  health  agencies;  consultation  to 
Boards  of  Health,  school  health  nursing  personnel  and  Home 
Health  Agencies  that  have  qualified  nurse  supervision. 

Dental  Health 

The  program  emphasis  is  continued  nealth  education, 
consultation  to  the  community  and  school  programs,  with 
direct  service  limited  to  headstart  and  pre-school  age  groups. 
A  highlight  of  this  year  was  the  participation  in  a  research 
project  with  the  Barnstable  School  System,  Forsyth  Dental 
Center  and  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health 
studying  the  fluoride  content  in  children’s  teeth.  Dental 
caries  continues  to  be  a  top  public  health  problem.  There 
is  a  safe  preventive  measure,  and  legislation  available,  all 
that  is  needed  is  positive  community  action. 

Environmental  Sanitation 

The  surveillance  program  of  all  public  service  facilities 
continues  to  expand  annually.  More  time  has  been  used  in 
water  pollution  control  in  cooperation  with  the  Boards  of 
Health,  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  and 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Natural  Resources. 

We  recommend  the  board  of  health  request  the  town 
planning  board  to  have  the  plot  include  the  contour  levels 
and  a  determination  of  the  ground  water  table.  This  would 
limit  problems  created  by  the  sewage  disposal  and  protect 
the  water  supplies. 

Nursing  Service 

The  number  of  public  health  nurses  employed  in  Barn¬ 
stable  County  continues  to  rise:  The  year  and  number 
employed 

1965  1966  1967  1968  1969 

33  43  51  52  55 
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Of  the  number  employed  in  1969,  nine  are  employed  in  a 
generalized  nursing  service,  15  in  home  visiting  only,  21  in 
schools,  3  in  headstart  and  7  as  consultant-directors,  exec¬ 
utive  director  and/or  supervisor.  Of  the  total  of  55;  15  are 
prepared  public  health  nurses.  Eight  were  newly  employed 
and  needed  orientation. 

Services  provided  had  more  emphasis  on  direct  super¬ 
vision  of  nurses  employed  by  towns  and  schools;  all  town 
nurses  are  now  using  one  of  the  standard  methods  of  keep¬ 
ing  patient-care  records,  keeping  a  daily  and  monthly  statis¬ 
tical  record  of  kinds  of  cases  and  kind  of  care  given,  age 
distribution  and  type  of  payment  made.  Analysis  and  evalu¬ 
ation  of  data  will  be  done. 

Some  proposed  plans  for  the  coming  year  are: 

1.  Strengthening  the  maternal  and  child  health  serv¬ 
ices  by  in-service  education  programs  and  individ¬ 
ual  direction. 

2.  Developing  more  meaningful  service  by  the  public 
health  nurse  as  a  part  of  the  State  Crippled  Chil¬ 
dren’s  program. 

3.  Participating  in  the  development  of  policies  for 
school  health  programs  through  committee  involve¬ 
ment. 

4.  Strengthening  the  role  of  the  professional  advisory 
committees:  for  example,  policy  and  programs  de¬ 
veloped  for  Home  Health  Agencies,  Cape  Cod  Com¬ 
munity  College  Health  Service  and  Headstart  health 
services. 

5.  Study  and  evaluation  of  supervision  provided  to 
nurses;  review  of  all  nursing  activities  related  to 
the  purpose  of  improvement  of  nursing  service  in 
Barnstable  County. 

Social  Service 

The  medical  social  worker  has  completed  the  first  full 
year  in  this  new  position  to  the  County.  She  serves  as  con¬ 
sultant  to  all  members  of  the  health  department  staff,  Board 
of  Health,  community  and  school  nurses,  local  physicians, 
hospital  and  nursing  home  professional  personnel,  and  all 
public  and  private  agencies. 

An  important  phase  of  the  program  has  been  to  establish 
a  workable  referral  program,  providing  proper  use  of  re- 
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sources  and  resulting  in  better  services  to  the  people  in  this 
area.

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Report  of  tiie  Board  of  Health 


The  Medi-care  program  has  been  in  effect  for  one  year. 
It  has  presented  several  problems  but  with  the  able  assist¬ 
ance  of  Mrs.  Grace  Hurst,  Clerk  to  the  program,  Miss  Esther 
Howes,  R.N.  of  the  Barnstable  County  Health  Department 
and  our  two  capable  nurses,  Mrs.  Mary  Scanned  and  Mrs. 
Katherine  Kelly,  the  problems  were  solved.  The  program 
was  reimbursed  at  150%  for  several  months  and  the  remain¬ 
ing  months  at  100%.  The  total  cost  of  the  program  for  1969 
was  approximately  $5,500.00  and  the  reimbursement  was 
$8,622.  We  are  asking  $7,000.00  for  the  year  of  1970,  even 
though  at  this  time  the  case  load  is  light  but  during  the 
year  it  is  possible  to  have  a  heavier  load.  Contracts  have 
been  renewed  for  the  year  of  1970.  We  wish  to  thank  the 
Advisory  Committee  for  giving  of  their  time  to  advise  us  on 
these  several  problems. 

Several  unsightly  buildings  were  razed  during  the  year 
but  there  still  are  a  few  more  that  will  require  attention. 

Mr.  Richard  Sturtevant  and  Mr.  Ronald  Gifford,  County 
Health  Sanitarians  have  given  their  services  many  times 
during  the  year  for  health  problems  that  have  arisen.  Their 
cooperation  is  much  appreciated. 

It  is  hoped  to  give  rabies  shots  to  all  dogs  in  Harwich 
before  they  apply  for  their  1970  license.  The  Board  of  Health 
will  set  up  a  clinic  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Elaine  Hop¬ 
kins,  V.M.D.  The  vaccine  will  be  furnished  by  the  Town  and 
a  nominal  fee  of  $1.00  will  be  charged,  which  will  be  the 
fee  of  Dr.  Hopkins. 

All  Town  employees  that  showed  any  interest  were  given 
the  Hong  Kong  Flu  shot,  along  with  a  booster  shot,  if  neces¬ 
sary.  In  December  of  1969  these  shots  were  given  to  33 
employees  by  Dr.  Arthur  J.  D’Elia,  Health  Physician  and  our 
two  nurses,  Mrs.  Scannell  and  Mrs.  Kelly. 

The  Disposal  Area,  under  the  capable  supervision  of 
Robert  Marceline  has  received  many  favorable  comments 
from  state  officials  and  heavy  equipment  owners  and  person¬ 
nel.  Our  sanitary  land  fill  is  working  out  real  well.  The 
hours  are  8:00  A.M.  to  6:00  P.M.  from  April  to  September 
seven  days  a  week.  From  October  to  April  the  hours  are 
from  8:00  A.M.  to  4:00  P.M.,  also  seven  days  a  week.  You 
will  find  Mr.  Marceline  most  cooperative  at  all  times.  An 
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article  is  inserted  in  the  1970  warrant,  asking  the  towns¬ 
people  to  purchase  the  front-end  loader  now  in  use  at  the 
Disposal  Area.  This  front-end  loader  has  been  leased  for 
two  years. 

During  the  year  of  1969  there  were  four  premature 
babies  born,  whose  residence  was  Harwich.  None  of  these 
cases  were  aided.  The  usual  communicable  diseases  were 
reported,  also  a  case  of  spinal  meningitis.  Again  our  sincere 
thanks  to  the  County  Sanitarians,  who  responded  so  prompt¬ 
ly  and  assisted  in  the  quarantine.  The  Board  of  Health 
continues  to  issue  all  licenses  such  as  Common  Victuallers, 
Lodging  House,  Motels,  Inns,  Funeral  Directors  and  all  swim¬ 
ming  pools  plus  various  other  licenses  such  as  cleaning  cess¬ 
pools  and  the  removal  of  rubbish. 

The  Beach  cleaning  contract  was  put  out  to  bid  several 
times  and  each  time  the  bid  was  in  excess  of  the  appropri¬ 
ation.  The  contract  was  re-worded  to  place  all  trash  barrels, 
put  out  board  walks  and  to  pick  up  all  rubbish.  The  low 
bidder  was  Robert  E.  Joy,  with  a  bid  of  $1,561.97.  A  new 
telephone  was  installed  at  Red  River  Beach  and  at  Pleasant 
Road  Beach,  which  is  under  lock  and  key,  due  to  vandalism. 
Mrs.  Jane  Chase  and  a  group  of  young  people  raked  the  sea¬ 
weed  at  Red  River  Beach  and  it  was  most  appreciated.  The 
Parking  Attendants  and  the  Life  Guards  cleaned  the  beaches 
and  the  comfort  stations  as  an  hourly  overtime  job  under 
the  supervision  of  our  beach  superintendent,  William  Urqu- 
hart.  On  the  whole  the  beaches  were  in  pretty  good  condi¬ 
tion.  The  sale  of  stickers  and  tickets  amounted  to  $6,529.00 
with  refunds  totaling  $89.00.  Mr.  Allison  again  leased  his 
beach  land  to  the  Town  and  a  similar  article  is  inserted  in 
the  1970  Warrant. 

We  greatly  appreciated  the  co-operation  of  our  many 
employees,  especially  our  Highway  Surveyor,  Charles  Munroe, 
who  used  his  “York”  rake  several  times  in  raking  various 
beaches. 

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
townspeople  for  their  patience  and  understanding  and  their 
confidence  in  us  by  voting  the  numerous  budgets.

Report  of  the  Dog  Officer 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

From  January  1st,  1969  to  December  31st,  1969,  I  travelled 
approximately  834  miles  in  response  to  187  calls,  and  to  the 
Animal  Rescue  League  in  Brewster.  More  than  372  calls  and 
inquiries  about  animals  were  taken  care  of  by  phone. 

There  are  over  521  dogs  licensed  in  the  town  this  year 
which  is  more  than  the  number  of  dogs  licensed  last  year. 

Lost  and  stray  animals  which  are  picked  up  in  Harwich 
are  taken  to  the  Animal  Rescue  League  in  Brewster  and 
kept  there  until  claimed  by  their  owner,  or  until  homes  are 
found  for  them. 

As  this  is  a  part-time  job,  it  is  not  always  possible  to 
handle  all  calls  immediately.  I  wish  to  thank  the  Police 
Department  and  the  citizens  of  Harwich  for  their  cooper¬ 
ation  this  past  year.

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Report  of  the  Waterways  Committee 


To  the  Honorable  Board,  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  Harwich: 

The  year  1969  has  been  the  most  frustrating  year  your 
Waterways  Committee  has  experienced  in  its  ten-year 
history. 

As  you  know,  our  new  Saquatucket  Harbor  was  originally 
due  to  be  completed  in  time  for  at  least  a  part  of  the  1969 
season.  However,  due  to  design  and  engineering  problems 
and  construction  delays,  the  opening  was  postponed  from 
July  4  to  July  27,  to  August  30,  then  abandoned  altogether 
until  early  in  the  1970  season. 

To  seek  both  the  causes  and  solutions  of  these  difficul¬ 
ties,  a  full  conference  was  held  on  August  7th,  with  Assoc. 
Commissioner  King  of  the.  Massachusetts  Dept,  of  Public 
Works,  the  Asst.  Chief  Engineer  of  the  D.P.W.,  Division  of 
Waterways  and  members  of  his  staff,  the  architect,  consult¬ 
ing  engineers,  the  contractor,  subcontractors,  the  Waterways 
and  Finance  Committee  and  Selectmen. 

As  a  result  of  this  conference,  certain  design  changes 
were  made  and  corrective  recommendations  offered  and 
agreed  on  for  the  completion  of  the  Marina.  All  of  these 
changes  and  delays  necessitated  the  postponement  of  the 
opening  of  the  Marina  until  1970.  The  State,  however,  agreed 
to  assume  most  of  the  added  costs. 

Hopefully,  this  facility  will  be  in  full  operation  by  June 
1,  1970  and  we  have  been  assured  of  this  by  the  State.  How¬ 
ever,  in  view  of  the  state’s  past  record,  which  has  been  one 
of  interminable  delay,  there  is  still  the.  possibility  that  the 
Marina  will  not  be  in  full  use  on  that  date.  We  hope  for 
the  best,  however. 

Of  the  utmost  importance  to  the  Town  will  be  the  em¬ 
ployment  of  the  most  competent  administrative  leadership 
for  this  project,  an  adequate  staff,  the  provision  of  full  sup¬ 
port  services  and  all  of  the  many  other  details  that  need  to 
be  employed  to  make  this  Marina  one  of  the  very  finest  in 
New  England. 
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On  other  fronts,  much  has  been  accomplished.  In  the 
spring  of  1969,  a  deep  water  channel  was  dredged  into  Allen 
Harbor.  Additional  dredging  is  contemplated  in  the  spring 
of  1970  to  clear  areas  to  the  entrance  to  Wychmere  and 
Saquatucket  Harbors  which  were  not  cleared  by  the  U.S. 
Corps  of  Engineers.  Improvements  at  the  Wychmere  Harbor 
Town  Landing  where  completed  including  a  fully  equipped 
comfort  station.  A  similar  facility  is  planned  for  Allen  Har¬ 
bor,  for  construction  in  1970. 

In  view  of  the  constant  need  for  adequate  channels,  it 
will  be  important  again  in  1970  to  provide  funds  for  the 
dredging  reserve  account  as  the  Wychmere  Harbor  outer 
and  inner  channels  and  the  Herring  River  channel  will  need 
attention  this  year.  Hopefully  the  sand  removed  in  opening 
the  Herring  River  channel  will  be  used  for  the  reconstitution 
of  the  Shore  Road  Beach.  In  addition,  in  1969,  at  the  request 
of  the  Selectmen,  the  Waterways  Committee  completed  two 
drafts  of  an  operation  and  administration  prospectus  for  the 
new  harbor  including  proposed  staff  requirements,  operating- 
budget,  capital  outlay  budget,  basic  rules  and  regulations, 
a  suggested  form  of  space  occupancy  contract  and  recom¬ 
mended  the  rates  and  conditions  under  which  vessels  of 
various  types  will  be  accommodated  in  the  new  Marina. 
Our  recommendations  will  all  appear  as  articles  in  the  1970 
Town  Warrant. 

In  addition,  the  Town  will  be  asked  to  accept  a  flagpole 
and  signal  mast  to  be  erected  at  the  new  harbor  in  memory 
of  Biddle  R.  Thompson,  Jr.,  a  long-time  member  of  this  com¬ 
mittee.  The  flagpole  will  be  provided,  erected  and  flags  pro¬ 
vided  by  private  subscription.

Gentlemen  : 

The  year  1969  proved  to  be  a  progressive  and  successful 
one  for  the  CCPEDC.  While  the  Commission  was  formed  in 
1965,  this  year  saw  the  Commission  completing  its  second 
year  as  a  fully  operational  regional  planning  agency  for 
Barnstable  County.  We  are  well  into  our  inventory  phase  of 
comprehensive  regional  planning  and  economic  development 
programs.  The  Commission  has  accumulated  an  extensive 
amount  of  information  and  statistical  data.  This  material 
along  with  a  number  of  reference  reports  and  technical 
publications  acquired  over  the  past  year  has  been  added  to 
our  office  library  files  which  are  open  to  public  use. 

Several  of  the  noteworthy  study  programs  are  as  follows: 

1.  Existing  land  use  inventory  was  begun  in  the  sum¬ 
mer  of  1968  and  has  been  completed  with  a  map¬ 
ping  of  at  least  10  separate  and  distinct  categories. 
A  Master  Tabular  Summary  Chart  has  been  de¬ 
veloped  showing  the  ten  regional  land  use  cate¬ 
gories  by  acreage  for  office  reference. 

2.  Initial  comprehensive  housing  inventory  has  been 
prepared  and  to  date  has  been  approved  by  the 
Mass.  Department  of  Community  Affairs  for  office 
reference. 

3.  A  study  of  existing  zoning  bylaws  and  subdivision 
regulations  was  undertaken  and  compiled  in  mas¬ 
ter  chart  form  and  compendium  report  respective¬ 
ly  for  a  comparative  analysis  report  for  office 
reference. 

4.  A  survey  of  publicly  owned  fresh  water  beaches 
started  in  the  summer  of  1968  has  been  completed 
by  staff  members  for  distribution. 

5.  Population  study.  Extensive  research  and  analysis 
resulted  in  the  production  of  Working  Paper  #5, 
The  Residential  Population  of  Barnstable  County 
and  covers  the  years  1960  thru  1968  by  Town.  Sub¬ 
sequent  study  efforts  produced  summer  population 
estimates  by  housing  type  for  the  past  season.  A 
special  Summary  report  is  available.

6.  Transportation.  A  general  overall  inventory  of  the 
Cape’s  existing  transportation  system  was  com¬ 
pleted  by  the  Commission’s  consultants,  Working 
Paper  #6,  Parts  I  and  II. 

7.  Regional  Refuse  Disposal.  The  Commission  thru 
its  consultants  completed  an  inventory  of  existing 
solid  waste  disposal  facilities  and  published  a  re¬ 
port  entitled  The  Regional  Public  Facilities  of  Cape 
Cod,  Part  I,  Regional  Public  Facilities.  Simultane¬ 
ously,  the  Commission  encouraged  the  Towns  to 
join  and  form  the  Barnstable  County  Regional 
Refuse  Disposal  Planning  Board.  To  date,  12  towns 
have  joined  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  remaining 
three  will  join  in  the  future.  This  is  Working 
Paper  #7. 

8.  Dennis  Pilot  Historical  Archaeological  Survey.  The 
Commission’s  staff  provided  a  great  deal  of  tech¬ 
nical  assistance  and  guidance  to  the  Dennis  Histor¬ 
ical  Society  in  a  survey  which  produced  a  detailed 
inventory  of  more  than  200  individual  structures 
and  sites.  Much  of  the  material  gathered  included 
40  slides  which  have  been  utilized  in  presentations 
to  historic  associations  in  other  towns  in  hopes  of 
inspiring  similar  interest,  and  some  material  is 
for  office  reference. 

9.  Building  Activities.  Two  memos  have  been  pub¬ 
lished  to  date  exploring  various  aspects  of  building 
construction  on  Cape  Cod. 

10.  Grant  Application  Assistance  has  been  rendered 
to  both  Bourne  and  Mashpee.  An  important  phase 
of  the  CCPEDC  is  encouraging  and  assisting  town 
planning  efforts  on  Cape  Cod.  There  are  no  re¬ 
ports  available. 

The  staff  and  consultants  have  worked  long  and  hard  in 
the  above  programs.  The  Chairman  and  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee  spent  many  days  in  the  guidance  of  the  Commission  with 
the  help  and  encouragement  of  the  local  members,  and  the 
untiring  effort  of  the  Advisory  Committees.

5.  Maintain  18"  clearance  from  unprotected  combust¬ 
ible  material  (Unless  protected  in  accordance  with 
appendix  B). 

6.  Overlap  appliances  12"  on  each  side  except  wall  side, 
side. 
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FILTERS  : 

C.  Grease  filters  or  other  approved  means  of  grease  ex¬ 
traction  designed  for  this  specific  purpose  shall  be 
provided. 

1.  They  shall  be  constructed  of  non-combustible  ma¬ 
terial. 

2.  They  shall  be  easily  removable  or  accessible  for 
cleaning. 

3.  The  distance  between  the  lower  edge  of  the  filter 
and  cooking  surface  shall  be  as  follows:

5.  Exhaust  system  shall  not  be  operated  with  filters 
removed. 

EXHAUST  FANS  SHALL: 

D.  1.  Be  of  approved  type,  sized  to  handle  continuous 
load. 

2.  Have  blades  with  sufficient  clearance  to  prevent 
build-up  of  residue  causing  friction. 

3.  Have  means  for  inspection,  servicing  and  cleaning.

2.  An  inspection  and  cleaning  contract  for  hoods  and 
ducts  shall  bein  evidence. 

3.  Filters  shall  be  cleaned  on  a  regular  schedule. 

DUCTS:

Concerning  Question  No.  1  on  the  1969  Annual  Town 
Election  Ballot: 

On  Monday,  March  10,  1969,  a  recount  petition  was  filed 
with  the  Town  Clerk,  Leslie  V.  Nickerson,  on  the  question  of 
accepting  the  provisions  of  Section  48  of  Chapter  31  of  the 
General  Laws,  which  was  claimed  to  be  erroneous  in  that  the 
question  was  not  credited  with  the  number  of  votes  actually 
cast  for  it,  that  the  question  was  not  credited  with  the  num¬ 
ber  of  affirmative  and  negative  votes  actually  cast  for  it, 
that  defective  ballots  were  counted  and  credited,  and  that 
valid  ballots  were  not  counted  and  credited,  and  that  the 
will  of  the  voters  was  not  ascertained.  One  petition  was  filed 
by  Charles  E.  Chamberlain,  Jr.  and  one  by  Marshall  Sieben- 
mann,  Jr.,  both  being  registered  voters  of  the  Town  of  Har¬ 
wich.  Both  voters  had  appeared  before  a  Notary  Public  and 
made  oath  that  the  statement  by  him  subscribed  is  true,  to 
his  knowledge,  information  and  belief.  Both  petitions  con¬ 
tained  the  proper  amount  of  registered  voters’  signatures  and 
were  so  signed  by  the  Registrars  of  the  Voters  of  Harwich, 
consisting  of  Mary  R.  Hall,  Chairman;  Leslie  V.  Nickerson, 
Clerk,  Joseph  V.  Gavin;  and  Cynthia  M.  Zalesak.  A  petition 
also  was  filed  by  William  F.  Greenwood  et  ali  and  was  chal¬ 
lenged  to  the  validity  of  the  petition  by  Alan  T.  Hunt.  A  rul¬ 
ing  was  obtained  from  Town  Counsel,  Elliott  K.  Slade,  Jr., 
who  ruled  the  petition  was  “invalid  and  of  no  force  and  ef¬ 
fect,  because  the  petition  in  question  is  not  on  a  form  furn¬ 
ished  by  the  State  Secretary  nor  does  it  appear  that  it  is 
sworn  to  by  one  of  the  subscribers  before  a  Notary  Public.” 
Mr.  Greenwood  was  so  notified  that  this  petition  was  invalid. 

The  Board  of  Registrars  notified  the  petitioners  that  a 
recount  of  the  votes  was  to  take  place  on  Saturday,  March 
15,  1969,  at  9  A.M.  in  the  Town  Office  Building  and  that  the. 
petitioners  were  entitled  to  have  representatives.  The  count 
started  at  9:15  A.  M.  by  the  Registrars.  At  12:35  P.  M.  it  was 
voted  to  adjourn  until  2:15  P.  M.  when  the  counting  resumed. 
On  the  Charles  E.  Chamberlain,  Jr.  petition,  Alan  T.  Hunt  of 
South  Harwich  was  designated  as  the  representative  of  the 
signers  of  this  petition.  On  the  Marshall  Siebenmann,  Jr.  pe¬ 
tition,  G.  Wilson  Smith  of  East  Harwich  was  designated  as 
the  representative  of  the  signers  of  this  petition.  Present 
were  Mary  R.  Hall,  Chairman;  Leslie  V.  Nickerson,  Clerk; 
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Dorothy  D.  Caplice,  Assistant  Registrar;  and  Joseph  V.  Gavin 
of  the  Board  of  Registrars.  Also  present  were  G.  Wilson 
Smith,  Marshall  Siebenmann,  Jr.,  Michael  Hadfield,  Richard 
H.  Hathaway,  Alan  T.  Hunt,  Robert  D.  Hall,  Charles  E.  Cham¬ 
berlain,  Jr.,  and  William  F.  Greenwood.  The  policeman  on 
duty  was  Barnabus  L.  Taylor  of  Harwich  Port. 

At  3:30  P.  M.  it  had  been  resolved  by  the  Board  of  Regis¬ 
trars  that  Question  No.  1  received  763  Yes  votes,  762  No  votes, 
and  66  Blanks.  There  were  13  protested  ballots,  making  a 
total  of  1,591,  the  original  amount  which  was  cast  at  the 
Annual  Town  Election.  The  13  ballots  were  protested  by  Alan 
T.  Hunt.  Nine  of  these  ballots  were  protested  because  a  check 
(V)  mark  instead  of  an  (X)  was  placed  in  the  Yes  box  and 
one  check  mark  was  placed  in  the  No  box.  One  ballot  was 
thought  to  be  defaced,  and  two  ballots  were  counted  as 
blanks.  The  Board  of  Registrars  were  in  complete  agreement 
that  the  vote  after  recount  should  read  —  Yes:  763;  No:  762; 
Blanks:  66;  and  they  declared  the  Yes  Question  had  carried. 
The  original  election  count  was  Yes:  762;  No:  758;  and 
Blanks:  71.

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On  March  31,  1969  the  Town  Clerk  was  advised  that  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Milton  H.  Welt,  Ralph  U.  Brett  and 
Charlotte  W.  Morey,  had  voted  to  appoint  Richard  J.  Cain  as 
Town  Counsel  to  represent  the  Town  of  Harwich  in  the  mat¬ 
ter  of  the  petition  for  Writ  of  Mandamus  entered  in  Superior 
Court  in  Boston  on  April  1,  1969,  and  for  any  subsequent  ap¬ 
pearances  as  may  be  necessary  in  this  case. 

When  the  case  was  called  at  the  Suffolk  Superior  Court 
on  April  1,  1969,  it  was  decided  that  pleadings  were  to  be 
completed  by  April  4,  1969,  and  that  the  matters  be  ready 
for  hearing  on  Monday,  April  21,  1969. 

On  April  2,  1969  a  letter  was  received  from  Attorney 
Richard  J.  Cain,  stating  that  the  Attorney  for  the  Petitioners, 
Frank  J.  Richards  of  Orleans,  will  agree  on  the  facts  and 
will  submit  Memorandum  of  Law  backed  up  by  Oral  Argu¬ 
ment  on  the  21st  of  April. 

As  April  21st  was  a  legal  holiday,  the  case  was  continued 
until  April  22nd,  1969.

FINDINGS,  RULINGS  AND  ORDER 

This  is  a  petition  for  Mandamus  brought  by  citizens  and 
taxpayers  in  the  Town  of  Harwich  against  the  respondents 
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as  they  are  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Registrars  of  voters 
of  the  said  Town  of  Harwich.  At  the  hearing  before  me,  it 
was  agreed  that  the  factual  allegations  contained  in  the 
petition  were  admitted. 

The  only  controversy  involves  one  ballot  which  was  in¬ 
troduced  into  evidence  and  marked  Exhibit  1.  As  appears 
from  that  ballot,  the  voter  clearly  inserted  an  “X”  beside 
the  “Yes”  to  Question  1  as  it  appeared  on  the  ballot. 

The  controversy  arises  because  the  voter,  in  handwrit¬ 
ing,  wrote  the  words  “including  Chief”  after  the  summary 
which  was  printed  on  the  ballot  below  the  blocks. 

I  find  and  rule  that  the  voter  clearly  indicated  his  in¬ 
tention  to  vote  “Yes”  to  the  question.  I  also  find  and  rule 
that  by  writing  the  words  as  he  did  below  the  summary,  he 
did  not  indicate  that  he  was  not  in  favor  of  the  precise 
question  upon  which  he  had  voted  “Yes.”  I  find  and  rule  that 
the  voter  did  not  intend  that  his  “Yes”  vote  be  contingent 
on  the  inclusion  of  the  Chief.  I  find,  rather,,  that  the  voter 
might  have  realized  that  under  Section  48  of  Chapter  31  it 
provides  in  Paragraph  5  thereof  that  the  present  Chief  of 
Police  of  Harwich,  because  he  had  served  more  than  three 
years,  might  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  31  not¬ 
withstanding  any  provisions  of  law  exempting  him. 

I  also  find  that  the  voter  was  indicating  his  approval  of 
the  question  even  if  the  Chief  of  Police  were  not  excepted 
as  indicated  in  the  summary. 

I  therefore  order  that  the  respondents  count  the  ques¬ 
tioned  ballot  as  a  “Yes”  vote  and  make  a  return  of  vote  which 
certifies  that  the  question  carried.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1969. 

Let  me  hasten  to  thank  my  many  friends  who  have 
elected  me  to  the  office  of  Surveyor  of  Highways  for  the  past 
nine  years.  The  support  I  have  received  has  been  a  source 
of  gratification  and  encouragement  to  me.  At  this  time  I 
solicit  the  support  of  all  the  people  in  the  Town  of  Harwich 
for  the  coming  election,  March  2,  1970.  If  elected,  I  would  be 
more  than  grateful  to  accept  the  responsibilities  that  this  of¬ 
fice  requires. 

Your  Highway  Department  has  had  its  usual  quota  of 
work  this  year  and  hope  that  it  has  been  satisfactorily  ac¬ 
complished.  This  being  the  intentions  of  the  men  working 
on  our  highways  we  have: 

Rebuilt  and  resurfaced  approximately  eight  miles  of 
road. 

The  usual  sealcoating  program  was  carried  out  using 
approximately  thirty-five  thousand  gallons  of  asphalt. 
This  sealcoating  process  is  very  necessary  to  prevent  the 
pavement  from  breaking  up. 

Catch  basins  and  filter  beds  have  been  installed  at 
various  locations  to  help  eliminate  drainage  problems. 

A  four  foot  widening  has  been  made  on  Route  39 
from  Chatham  Road  to  the  Brewster  town  line.  Approxi¬ 
mately  three  and  a  half  miles  have  been  completely  re¬ 
surfaced.  The  remaining  two  miles  of  resurfacing  along 
with  learning  and  seeding  and  guard  rail  installation 
should  be  completed  in  the  year  1970,  if  this  is  so  voted 
at  the  annual  Town  Meeting. 

As  I  am  looking  forward  to  the  betterment  of  the  Town, 
it  is  my  aim  to  give  to  the  people  of  Harwich  the  quickest, 
most  efficient  and  economical  services  possible. 

This  year  I  am  asking  for  two  new  pieces  of  equipment 
which  are  as  follows:  A  four-wheel  drive  rubber-tire  loader 
and  a  new  Dump  Truck.  This  equipment  would  be  replacing 
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a  1962  rubber-tire  loader  and  one  1964  Ford  Dump  Truck  now 
owned  by  the  Town. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Accountant,  Town  Engineer,  and 
all  Town  Departments  for  the  cooperation  received  from 
them  during  the  year.  I  also  want  to  express  my  gratitude 
to  the  Highway  personnel  and  citizens  of  the  Town  for  their 
fine  support  and  cooperation  throughout  the  year  1969.

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Report  of  the  Water  Department 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

We  hereby  submit  for  your  approval  the  33rd  Annual  Re¬ 
port  of  the  Harwich  Water  Department  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1969. 

The  engineering  firm  of  Whitman  &  Howard,  Inc.  in 
1967  conducted  a  survey  and  investigation  of  our  existing 
water  system  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  a  report  contain¬ 
ing  recommendations  for  improvements  to  this  system  in 
anticipation  of  future  growth.  This  report  was  ultimately 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  for  study 
and  the  following  year  an  article  was  inserted  in  the  War¬ 
rant  requesting  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  for  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  needed  facilities  under  this  Long  Range  Planning 
Program  which  was  endorsed  by  a  vote  of  the  townspeople 
at  the  Annual  Meeting.  Hence,  work  on  various  phases  of 
this  program  has  constituted  a  good  part  of  an  ambitious 
schedule  this  past  year. 

Additional  gravel  packed  wells  were  the  first  consider¬ 
ation  under  this  program  and  on  January  6,  1969  bids  were 
received  and  opened  for  the  construction  of  four  (4)  of  these 
wells.  D.  L.  Maher  Co.  was  the  successful  bidder  and  was 
awarded  the  Contract.  The  project  was  started  at  an  early 
date  with  three  (3)  wells  installed  in  the  Holmes  Forest  and 
one  (1)  well  approximately  mile  to  the  rear  of  the  main 
Pumping  Station.  These  wells  vary  in  depth  from  48'  to  85' 
and  available  water  in  them  varies  from  40'  to  74'.  When  in 
operation,  the  wells  will  contribute  approximately  2,350 
G.P.M.  to  the  present  system,  which  will  alleviate  the  con¬ 
cern  that  we  have  felt  in  previous  years  during  times  of 
high  demand.  Bids  for  pumps,  equipment  and  buildings  will 
be  advertised  in  1970. 

Another  phase  of  the  Long  Range  Program  involved  the 
construction  of  a  1,000,000  gallon  Elevated  Tank  erected  off 
Route  39.  Two  bidders  responded  on  January  13,  the  date  of 
the  bid  opening.  Pittsburgh-Des  Moines  Company  submitted 
a  figure  of  $358,084  and  the  Chicago  Bridge  and  Iron  Com¬ 
pany’s  bid  was  for  $298,400.  The  latter  received  the  award 
and  the  tank  was  completed  during  the  summer.  Bids  went 
out  in  September  for  painting  this  tank  and  the  Virginia 
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Erection  Corp.  was  successful  in  submitting  the  lowest  figure. 
The  painting  project  was  started  late  in  the  Fall  and  the 
cold  weather  made  it  necessary  to  suspend  work  until  Spring 
when  the  final  coast  of  paint  will  be  applied. 

Under  Contract  #3,  still  another  phase  of  future  plan¬ 
ning,  about  2i/2  miles  of  16"  pipe  was  installed  during  the 
year.  Bids  were  invited  with  the  date  opening  on  May  12 
The  response  was  gratifying  with  numerous  contractors  offer¬ 
ing  their  bids.  Joseph  Williams,  Inc.  of  Dedham,  the  low 
bidder,  was  given  the  Contract  for  the  bid  price  of  $161,444.50. 
Pipe  was  laid  along  Gorham  Road,  Oliver  Snow  Road,  Long 
Road,  past  the  main  Pumping  Station  to  the  old  Chatham 
Railroad  Bed,  easterly  on  the  Railroad  Bed  to  the  new  wells 
at  Holmes  Forest.  This  project  required  nearly  two  months 
before  completion,  however,  a  decided  increase  was  noted  in 
volume  and  pressure  of  water  going  from  the  existing  well 
field  into  the  South  Harwich  area.  There  remains  an  addi¬ 
tional  41/2  miles  of  16"  pipe  to  be  installed  on  various  streets 
in  the  Town  and  the  award  has  already  been  made  to  the 
low  bidder,  Daniel  D’Qnfros  &  Sons,  Inc.  from  Leominster. 
Bids  were  opened  on  December  8  and  Mr.  D’Onfros  was 
awarded  the  Contract  for  the  bid  price  of  $368,231.  Work 
on  this  project  will  begin  in  1970. 

Two  articles  for  land  acquisition  for  future  water  supply 
will  be  inserted  in  the  1970  Warrant.  This  involves  about 
33  acres  of  land  on  the  north  side  of  Bay  Road  and  28  acres 
off  Pleasant  Bay  Road  in  East  Harwich.  Money  previously 
made  available  has  been  used  on  well  testing  at  these  sites 
and  tests  have  indicated  a  large  yield  of  water  and  excellent 
quality.  We  are  also  recommending  acquisition  of  a  parcel 
of  land  on  Kildee  Hill  to  be  utilized  for  the  erection  of  a 
water  tank  sometime  in  the  future. 

Year-end  compilations  show  that  a  total  of  160  new 
services  were  installed  and  6.54  miles  of  mains  were  added 
to  the  distribution  system.  Water  receipts  reached  a  high  of 
$194,061.24,  due  in  part,  to  the  increase  in  the  minimum 
rate  which  went  into  effect  January  1. 

Under  Article  #13  voted  at  the  Town  Meeting,  $25,000 
was  appropriated  for  the  installation  of  water  mains  on 
Town  Roads.  The  Commission  had  requested  $50,000  for  this 
purpose  but  attempted  to  use  the  money  made  available  to 
them  where  they  deemed  best.  After  careful  study,  it  was 
decided  to  install  a  main  on  Julian  Road  tying  in  Old  Wharf 
Road  to  improve  the  fire  flow  in  the  areas  of  Uncle  Venies 
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Road  and  Deep  Hole  Road.  Also,  a  main  was  extended  on 
Route  124  to  supply  the  sub-division  called  “Highland  Lakes”. 
Prior  to  the  resurfacing  of  Route  39  four  (4)  crossings  were 
made  which  will  enable  us  to  tie  into  a  new  main  to  be 
installed  at  a  later  date  in  this  section. 

3.02  miles  of  pipeline  was  installed  on  private  ways  at 
the  request  of  developers  who  were  responsible  for  the  entire 
cost  of  labor  and  materials.  However,  in  cases  where  the 
Commissioners  felt  larger  diameter  pipe  was  needed  for  fu¬ 
ture  use,  the  Town  underwrote  the  difference  in  the  cost. 
The  total  expense  to  these  developers  amounted  to  $57,058.65 
with  Town  payments  totaling  $2,879.90. 

The  agreement  with  the  officials  of  the  Chatham  Water 
Company  will  expire  in  November  of  1970  and,  in  accordance 
with  the  vote  of  the  townspeople  under  Article  #20 — 1969,  a 
new  Contract  will  be  drawn  up.  The  Contract  will  read  that 
this  private  company  will  pay  the  full  minimum  rate  of 
$32.00  to  the  Town  of  Harwich  for  each  resident  on  the 
Chatham  side  of  Main  Street  being  supplied  with  water  from 
us  with  the  rate  subject  to  change  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Commission.  The  Chatham  Water  Company  has  been  in¬ 
formed  of  this  revision. 

Maintenance  work  was  at  a  minimum  this  past  year, 
although  many  of  the  hydrants  were  painted  with  a  fluores¬ 
cent  type  paint  making  better  visibility  during  the  nighttime 
hours.  Curb  stops  were  checked  and  some  renewed,  however, 
there  are  many  yet  to  be  serviced. 

We  are  requesting  the  purchase  of  a  new  %  ton  truck 
in  1970  and  also  a  tractor.  An  article  will  be  entered  in  the 
Warrant  for  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  for  painting  the 
Standpipe  at  Brooks  Park  as  a  paint  job  is  essential  this 

next  year. 

Before  concluding,  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation 
and  thanks  to  our  employees  for  their  faithful  service  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  and  to  others,  who  have  assisted  us  in  any  way, 
we  are  most  grateful.

street  and  other  than  in  a  required  front  yard. 

4.  No  equipment  or  process  shall  be  used  in  such  home 
occupation  which  creates  noise,  vibration,  glare,  fumes,  odors, 
or  electrical  interference  detectable  to  the  normal  senses  off 
the  lot,  if  the  occupation  is  conducted  in  a  single-family  resi¬ 
dence,  or  outside  the  dwelling  unit  if  conducted  in  other 
than  a  single  family  residence.  In  the  case  of  electrical  inter¬ 
ference,  no  equipment  or  process  shall  be  used  which  creates 
visual  or  audible  interference  in  any  radio  or  television  re¬ 
ceivers  off  the  premises  or  cause  fluctuations  in  line  voltage 
off  the  premises. 

5.  There  shall  be  no  sign. 

6.  No  storage  of  business  tools,  equipment,  material,  ap¬ 
paratus,  machinery  or  commercial  vehicles  is  permitted  ex¬ 
cept  in  the  dwelling  or  behind  closed  doors  in  a  residential 
type  garage. 

7.  No  such  garage  shall  be  larger  than  a  two  (2)  bay 
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garage  and  shall  not  occupy  more  than  750  square  feet  of 
floor  area. 

8.  Neither  the  above-mentioned  storage  or  the  home  oc¬ 
cupation  in  any  dwelling  shall  in  any  way  downgrade  the 
residential  appearance  of  the  premises;  and  to  act  fully 
thereon.  Planning  Board. 

Article  80.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  by  adding  under 
Section  2.  Use  Regulations,  Section  5,  Administration  a  new 
paragraph  (E) 

Paragraph  (E)  Wherever  a  sign  is  permitted,  said  sign  may 

not  be  erected  until  a  permit  has  been  ob¬ 
tained  from  the  Building  Inspector, 
and  to  act  fully  thereon.  Planning  Board. 

Article  81.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Protective  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  by  adding  under 
Section  2.  Use  Regulations,  Section  5  Administration  a  new 
paragraph  (F) 

Paragraph  (F)  Penalty:  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation 

violating  any  section  or  provision  of  this  By- 
Law  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  twenty 
dollars  ($20.00)  for  each  offense.  Each  day 
that  such  offense  continues  shall  constitute 
a  separate  offense.

Gentlemen: 

The  year  1969  proved  to  be  a  progressive  and  successful 
one  for  the  CCPEDC.  While  the  Commission  was  formed  in 
1965,  this  year  saw  the  Commission  completing  its  second 
year  as  a  fully  operational  regional  planning  agency  for  Barn¬ 
stable  County.  We  are  well  into  our  inventory  phase  of  com¬ 
prehensive  regional  planning  and  economic  development 
programs.  The  Commission  has  accumulated  an  extensive 
amount  of  information  and  statistical  data.  This  material 
along  with  a  number  of  reference  reports  and  technical  pub¬ 
lications  acquired  over  the  past  year  has  been  added  to  our 
office  library  files  which  are  open  to  public  use. 

Several  of  the  noteworthy  study  programs  are  as  follows: 

1.  Existing  land  use  inventory  was  begun  in  the  sum¬ 
mer  of  1968  and  has  been  completed  with  a  map¬ 
ping  of  at  least  10  separate  and  distinct  categories. 
A  Master  Tabular  Summary  Chart  has  been  devel¬ 
oped  showing  the  ten  regional  land  use  categories 
by  acreage  for  office  reference. 

2.  Initial  comprehensive  housing  inventory  has  been 
prepared  and  to  date  has  been  approved  by  the 
Mass.  Department  of  Community  Affairs  for  office 
reference. 

3.  A  study  of  existing  zoning  bylaws  and  subdivision 
regulations  was  undertaken  and  compiled  in  master 
chart  form  and  compendium  report  respectively  for 
a  comparative  analysis  report  for  office  reference. 

4.  A  survey  of  publicly  owned  fresh  wTater  beaches 
started  in  the  summer  of  1968  has  been  completed 
by  staff  members  for  distribution. 
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5.  Population  study.  Extensive  research  and  analysis 
resulted  in  the  production  of  Working  Paper  #5, 
The  Residential  Population  of  Barnstable  County 
and  covers  the  years  1960  thru  1968  by  Town.  Sub¬ 
sequent  study  efforts  produced  summer  population 
estimates  by  housing  type  for  the  past  season.  A 
special  Summary  report  is  available. 

6.  Transportation.  A  general  overall  inventory  of  the 
Cape’s  existing  transportation  system  was  com¬ 
pleted  by  the  Commission’s  consultants,  Working 
Paper  #6,  Parts  I  and  II. 

7.  Regional  Refuse  Disposal.  The  Commission  through 
its  consultants  completed  an  inventory  of  existing 
solid  waste  disposal  facilities  published  a  report  en¬ 
titled  The  Regional  Public  Facilities  of  Cape  Cod, 
Part  I,  Regional  Public  Facilities.  Simultaneously, 
the  Commission  encouraged  the  Towns  to  join  and 
form  the  Barnstable  County  Regional  Refuse  Dis¬ 
posal  Planning  Board.  To  date,  12  towns  have  joined 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  remaining  three  will  join  in 
the  future.  This  is  Working  Paper  #7. 

8.  Dennis  Pilot  Historical  Archaeological  Survey.  The 
Commission’s  staff  provided  a  great  deal  of  techni¬ 
cal  assistance  and  guidance  to  the  Dennis  Historical 
Society  in  a  survey  which  produced  a  detailed  in¬ 
ventory  of  more  than  200  individual  structures  and 
sites.  Much  of  the  material  gathered  included  40 
slides  which  have  been  utilized  in  presentations  to 
historic  associations  in  other  towns  in  hopes  of  in¬ 
spiring  similar  interest,  and  some  material  is  for 
office  reference. 

9.  Building  Activities.  Two  memos  have  been  pub¬ 
lished  to  date  exploring  various  aspects  of  building 
construction  on  Cape  Cod. 

10.  Grant  Application  Assistance  has  been  rendered  to 
both  Bourne  and  Mashpee.  An  important  phase  of 
the  CCPEDC  is  encouraging  and  assisting  town 
planning  efforts  on  Cape  Cod.  There  are  no  reports 
available. 

Copies  of  the  above  reports  are  available  at  your  Town 
offices  for  your  review,  or  may  be  purchased  from  the  Com¬ 
mission. 
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The  staff  and  consultants  have  worked  long  and  hard  in 
the  above  programs.  The  Chairman  and  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee  spent  many  days  in  the  guidance  of  the  Commission 
with  the  help  and  encouragement  of  the  local  members,  and 
the  untiring  effort  of  the  Advisory  Committees.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich 

The  year  1969  has  been  one  in  which  the  Harwich  Schools 
have  experienced  both  change  and  growth  in  a  relatively 
stable  atmosphere.  Although  such  a  statement  might  not 
have  been  considered  to  be  of  great  importance  in  the  past, 
it  acquires  greater  significance  in  view  of  the  constant  crises 
to  which  American  education  has  been  subjected  during  the 
past  several  years. 

Curriculum  evaluation  and  revision  was  continued  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year  in  an  attempt  to  improve  the  quality  of  the 
academic  program.  Further  changes  and  innovations  in  var¬ 
ious  areas  of  the  educational  program  are  currently  under 
study.  Although  protracted  negotiations  were  involved,  col¬ 
lective  bargaining  agreements  for  the  school  years  1969-1970 
and  1970-1971  were  determined  without  the  acrimony  and 
disruption  which  has  been  engendered  by  collective  bargain¬ 
ing  in  many  school  systems. 

Although  your  Committee  has  spared  no  effort  in  at¬ 
tempting  to  hold  budgetary  increases  to  an  absolute  mini¬ 
mum,  the  spiraling  costs  of  inflation,  increased  enrollment, 
and  the  pressures  of  higher  teachers’  salaries  which  have 
been  granted  throughout  the  Nation  have  forced  your  Com¬ 
mittee  to  accept  a  substantial  increase  in  the  budget  as  the 
only  method  of  maintaining  the  quality  education  offered  by 
the  Harwich  School  System.  Your  Committee  cannot  expect 
to  maintain  the  present  high  level  of  competence  in  the 
faculty  of  the  Harwich  Schools  unless  if  offers  a  salary 
schedule  which  is  comparable  to  that  of  neighboring  commu¬ 
nities.  Therefore,  the  sizeable  increases  in  teachers’  salaries 
which  have  been  prevalent  in  this  area  during  the  past  sev¬ 
eral  years  have  required  similar  adjustments  in  the  Harwich 
salary  schedule.  In  addition  to  higher  teachers’  salaries  and 
the  pressure  of  inflation,  the  school  year  1969-1970  witnessed 
the  largest  numerical  and  percentage  enrollment  increase  in 
the  history  of  the  Harwich  Schools.  Although  the  approx¬ 
imately  ten  per  cent  increase  in  enrollment  does  not  require 
an  equivalent  increase  in  expense  throughout  the  School 
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budget,  quite  obviously,  such  a  large  increase  in  enrollment 
does  necessitate  a  substantial  increase  in  the  budget. 

Your  Committee  has  been  and  continues  to  be  concerned 
by  the  increasing  pressure  towards  centralized  control  of 
education  affairs  at  the  State  level.  In  addition  to  the  threat¬ 
ened  imposition  of  forced  regionalization  upon  smaller  school 
districts,  such  as  Harwich,  it  now  appears  that  further  in¬ 
roads  will  be  attempted  in  the  form  of  so-called  minimum 
curriculum  standards.  Recently  published  proposed  guide¬ 
lines  in  this  area  would  require  the  introduction  of  a  number 
of  additional  courses,  the  educational  value  of  some  of  which 
is  rather  dubious,  the  hiring  of  numerous  additional  person¬ 
nel  in  both  academic  and  non-academic  areas,  and  an  enor¬ 
mous  increase  in  the  cost  to  the  Town  of  Harwich  of  its  edu¬ 
cational  system.  Your  Committee  feels  strongly,  and  is  confi¬ 
dent  that  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  agree,  that 
the  educational  system  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  will  be  able 
to  continue  to  offer  quality  education  to  the  children  of  the 
Town  of  Harwich  only  if  control  of  educational  affairs  is 
retained  by  the  local  government  in  accordance  with  the 
traditional  scheme  of  education  in  Massachusetts  which  has 
consistently  avoided  centralization  of  educational  affairs. 

In  an  era  which  has  witnessed  strikes,  work  stoppages, 
violent  confrontations,  and  constant  disharmony  in  the  field 
of  education,  your  Committee  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  express  its  appreciation  for  the  efforts  of  the  students, 
the  faculty,  and  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich,  which 
have  enabled  all  parties  to  work  together  to  resolve  different 
points  of  view  and  to  further  improve  the  quality  of  educa¬ 
tion  offered  by  the  Harwich  School  System.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

1969  has  been  a  busy  year  for  all  concerned  with  the  Har¬ 
wich  Schools.  Many  projects  have  been  begun  and  completed. 
Some  of  the  more  noteworthy  items  are  briefly  discussed 
here. 

Remodeling 

Inadequate  artificial  lighting  in  the  Elementary  School 
was  replaced  (5  rooms)  by  modern  fluorescent  fixtures.  It  is 
planned  to  finish  the  job  in  1970.  The  Intermediate  School 
was  done  during  the  early  sixties.  An  additional  playground 
was  developed  at  the  Elementary  School  and  swings  and 
other  equipment  were  moved  to  a  better  area. 

In  1970  it  is  necessary  to  replace  the  sewerage  system  of 
the  original  Elementary  School. 

Major  Repairs 

At  the  Intermediate  School  dangerous  capstones  were  re¬ 
moved  and  parapets  covered  with  copper.  Extensive  repairs 
were  made  to  the  slate  roof  and  the  original  (1937)  flat  roof 
was  replaced. 

Special  Programs 

A  six  weeks  summer  school  was  again  operated  for  Ele¬ 
mentary  School  pupils.  Reading  and  arithmetic  were  em¬ 
phasized.  The  schools  participated  in  Federal  Programs  and 
an  extensive  Adult  Evening  School  was  maintained. 

Clinic  For  Exceptional  Children 

The  School  Committee  has  voted  to  cooperate  fully  with 
the  Nauset  Regional  School  District  in  its  plans  to  create  a 
school  for  exceptional  children  who  are  emotionally  disturbed 
or  perceptually  handicapped.  Pupils  will  be  accepted  from  the 
other  seven  lower  Cape  towns.  This  will  be  a  great  asset  to 
all  the  towns  concerned  since  none  of  these  has  enough  pu¬ 
pils  to  maintain  classes  alone. 

Regional  Vocational  High  Schools 

During  the  spring,  summer  and  early  fall  the  School 
Committee  served  as  an  unofficial  Regional  Planning  Com¬ 
mittee  and  met  with  the  representatives  of  all  the  towns 
from  Barnstable  to  Provincetown  to  plan  a  Regional  Voca¬ 
tional  High  School  for  the  eleven  towns.  On  October  27 
authorization  was  given  by  a  Town  Meeting  and  a  Regional 
District  Planning  Committee  was  appointed.  This  official 
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Committee  is  now  meeting  with  the  Committees  of  the  eleven 
towns  to  plan  a  Vocational  High  School  for  the  whole  middle 
and  lower  Cape. 


1969  Budget 

The  1969  Budget  was  considerably  higher  than  the  prev¬ 
ious  one  due  to  increased  salaries,  added  staff  members, 
higher  costs  and  a  moderate  increase  in  enrollment. 


1970  Budget 

The  proposed  Budget  for  next  year  is  again  much  higher 
than  that  of  1969.  This  is  mainly  due  to  a  new  teachers’ 
salary  schedule,  additional  members  of  the  teaching  staff, 
the  full  impact  of  salary  increases  and  teachers  added  in 
1969,  and  a  large  increase  in  enrollment.  Each  of  these  is 
briefly  discussed.

Little  Fiddlers  1970 

Government  support,  amounting  to  over  $20,000  per 
year  for  the  instruction  of  all  Kindergarten,  first  and  second 
grade  pupils  on  the  violin,  will  be  withdrawn  at  the  end  of 
the  current  school  year.  The  School  Committee  has  requested 
budget  funds  at  the  rate  of  $10,000  per  school  year,  effective 
in  September,  to  maintain  this  program  in  a  modified  man¬ 
ner. 


•  Enrollment  1970 

In  1960  there  were  867  pupils  in  the  schools;  in  1968, 
1,099;  in  September  1969,  1,207.  Thus  there  has  been  a  40% 
increase  in  the  decade.  During  this  period  the  Senior  High 
School  population  doubled  in  numbers. 

Births  fell  off  during  the  ten  years.  From  1960  to  1964, 
378  children  were  born  in  Harwich.  For  the  comparable 
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period  1965  to  1969  there  were  333  —  55  fewer.  In  spite  of  the 
decline  in  births  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  school 
enrollment. 

In  September  1969,  there  was  an  increase  of  108  pupils 
—  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  Town.  This  is  partly  due 
to  the  influx  of  families  having  school  age  children.  Larger 
numbers  of  pupils  and  increased  prices  are  important  factors 
in  the  1970  Budget  increase.

The  total  budget  increase  is  14.6%  over  1969.  Of  this 
salaries  and  additional  services  of  all  school  employees  con¬ 
stitute  82.7%  and  all  other  costs  amount  to  17.3%. 

The  increase  in  special  appropriations  is  $1,740,  8.5% 
higher  than  1969.  These  items  are  Vocational  Education 
(Barnstable  Vocational  and  Evening  School),  Athletics, 
School  Lunch  and  Liberal  Arts  Evening  Courses. 


Conclusion 


Nineteen  sixty-nine  has  been  a  year  of  unrest  in  many 
schools  throughout  the  area  and  the  country.  Pupil  rebel¬ 
lions,  drug  problems,  and  employer-employee  confrontations 
have  been  all  too  common.  Harwich  has  been  most  fortunate, 
due  to  the  attitude  of  citizens,  parents,  school  committee,  all 
school  personnel,  pupils  and  the  strong,  experienced  leaders 
at  the  head  of  each  school.  The  year  has  been  characterized 
by  the  harmony  and  cooperation  of  all  concerned.

REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL  OF 


ELEMENTARY  AND  INTERMEDIATE  SCHOOLS 

For  the  sixteen  years  I  have  been  submitting  annual 
reports  for  the  elementary  schools  of  the  Town  of  Harwich, 
there  has  always  been  one  major  factor  underlying  each.  That 
factor  is  growth  —  growth  not  only  in  numbers  of  children 
but  also  in  many  other  ways  as  well. 

Professional  Staff  —  two  additional  teachers  were  added 
in  1969.  One  was  added  at  the  intermediate  area  to  accommo¬ 
date  the  larger  number  of  pupils  moving  along  in  the  grades. 
Another  was  added  at  the  first  grade  level  to  accommodate 
the  117  children  who  were  enrolled. 
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Curriculum  —  committees  have  been  and  are  continuing 
to  work  toward  revising  and  updating  our  curriculum.  Areas 
under  particular  study  are  reading,  language  arts,  social 
studies,  science,  mathematics,  music,  physical  education,  and 
art.  Reports  will  be  forthcoming  in  early  1970. 

Curriculum  offerings  have  been  broadened  to  include  in¬ 
dividualized  reading  programs  at  certain  grade  levels  on  an 
experimental  basis.  Many  parents  have  been  pleased  with 
the  increased  interest  in  reading  engendered  by  individual¬ 
ized  reading.  If  our  experiments  are  successful,  we  hope  for 
great  things  especially  among  slower  readers. 

With  the  continual  growth  in  numbers  of  children,  the 
responsibilities  of  the  entire  staff  increase. 

The  school  nurse,  doctors,  and  dentists  must  see  more 
children.  The  school  lunch  workers  must  plan  for  and  serve 
more  lunches.  The  custodial  staff  must  clean  up  after  more 
children.  More  supplies,  textbooks  and  materials,  and  equip¬ 
ment  must  be  ordered  and  cared  for.  As  with  most  things 
these  days  every  job  is  larger  than  it  was  a  few  years  ago. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  the  children  of  the 
Town  of  Harwich  for  the  past  fifteen  years.  I  sincerely  hope 
that  these  years  of  growth  have  also  been  years  of  continual 
improvement.

REPORT  OF  THE  JUNIOR- SENIOR 
HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

Since  school  opened  in  September,  work  has  been  pro¬ 
gressing  in  the  following  areas  of  our  total  school  program: 

Rank  Card  Changes 

After  a  considerable  amount  of  time  and  effort  on  the 
part  of  the  faculty  and  administration,  a  new  rank  card  has 
been  adopted.  The  changes  made,  we  feel,  will  tend  to  better 
inform  parents  as  to  the  quarterly  progress  of  their  young¬ 
sters.  Progress  in  three  areas  is  now  recorded  as  follows: 

A.  Achievement  —  a  numerical  grade  0-100  representing 
the  accumulative  results  of  tests,  quizzes,  homework, 
reports,  class  participation  and  involvement. 

B.  Effort  —  a  letter  grade  A-F  representing  a  student’s 
application  to  work  within  a  group. 

C.  Conduct  —  a  letter  grade  A-F  representing  behavior. 
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Drug  Program 

Our  drug  program  is  being  carried  on  through  the  use 
of  the  following  means: 

1.  7th  and  8th  grade  students  are  being  presented  ma¬ 
terial  on  the  use  and  abuse  of  drugs  through  Mr. 
Glenn  Bryant’s  group  guidance  classes.  Films  and  dis¬ 
cussions  have  been  utilized  by  Mr.  Bryant. 

2.  The  9th  through  12th  grades  have  been  shown  drug 
films  through  the  Social  Studies  department. 

3.  Our  faculty  members  have  been  presented  with  a 
comprehensive  report  relative  to  the  Drug  Clinic  held 
in  Chatham  this  fall. 

We  will  continue  to  make  meaningful  programs  and 
materials  available  to  all  of  our  students.  It  is  my  feeling, 
however,  that  we  need  to  concentrate  on  the  7th  and  8th 
grade  levels  if  we  are  to  be  successful  in  deterring  the  use  of 
drugs. 


Curriculum 

All  of  our  faculty  members  meet  by  department  once 
each  month  in  order  to  discuss  the  present  curriculum  in 
terms  of  needed  changes.  As  a  result  of  their  efforts,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  changes  have  been  made,  or  are  being  contemplated, 
for  another  year: 

1.  A  course  in  Salesmanship  and  Economics  has  been 
added  to  our  Business  Education  program.  Each  of 
the  two  areas  will  be  covered  on  a  semester  basis. 

2.  Typing  I  was  eliminated  as  a  requirement  in  order  to 
make  it  possible  for  us  to  add  a  more  meaningful 
Business  Education  course. 

3.  The  English  department  is  exploring  the  possibility 
of  adding  two  to  four  one-semester  elective  courses 
for  grades  11  and  12  people. 

4.  The  Social  Studies  department  is  working  to  (1)  more 
closely  articulate  course  work  in  grades  7  through  12, 
and  (2)  eventually  make  two  to  four  one-semester 
elective  courses  available  to  11th  and  12th  grade 
people. 

5.  The  Mathematics  department  is  working  in  an  at¬ 
tempt  to  stabilize  and  modify  our  math  offerings. 
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6.  The  Science  department  is  attempting  to  eliminate 
the  course  content  overlapping  in  grades  7,  8,  and  9 
by  revising  the  curriculum  as  follows: 

Grade  7  —  Life  Science 
Grade  8  —  Chemistry 
Grade  9  —  Energy 

Faculty  Workshops 

One  of  three  scheduled  half-day  faculty  workshops  has 
been  held  and  proved  to  be  quite  productive.  The  purpose 
of  the  workshops  is  to  make  it  possible  for  faculty  members 
to  meet  by  departments  in  order  to  discuss  various  concerns 
and  problems.  It  is  felt  that  through  regular  meetings  needed 
changes  in  all  aspects  of  our  school  program  can  be  brought 
about. 


Intramural  Athletics 

We  have  a  great  need  in  the  area  of  athletics  that  must 
be  met  eventually.  We  offer  an  extensive  program  on  an 
inter-school  basis  for  our  people  who  are  considered  special¬ 
ists  athleticwise.  We  do  not,  however,  offer  the  large  majority 
of  our  people  anything  in  the  way  of  an  intramural  athletic 
program.  This  must  be  accomplished  within  the  near  future. 
Establishing  a  good  intramural  program  will  involve  the  pos¬ 
sible  addition  of  facilities,  acquiring  the  services  of  addi¬ 
tional  coaches  and/or  supervisors,  and  possibly  eliminating 
part  of  our  athletic  program. 

Closing 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Superin¬ 
tendent  Morgan,  the  School  Committee,  the  Selectmen,  the 
townspeople,  the  faculty  and  the  students  for  their  support 
and  cooperation  since  I  arrived  in  Harwich  in  August,  1968. 
My  experiences  have  been  most  enjoyable  and  meaningful.

To  make  certain  that  our  students  are  kept  informed 
concerning  educational,  occupational  and  Armed  Services  op¬ 
portunities,  representatives  of  all  these  areas  are  invited  to 
our  high  school.  This  program  enables  our  students  to  choose 
specific  meetings  to  attend  in  their  own  field  of  interest. 

Since  many  of  our  students  express  an  interest  in  the 
Armed  Services,  it  has  been  arranged  to  have  a  special  apti¬ 
tude  test  for  Seniors  given  at  Harwich.  This  test  is  accepted 
by  all  the  services  and  is  used  for  school  placement  within 
the  service  eventually  chosen. 

We  also  continue  to  work  closely  with  the  State  Employ¬ 
ment  Service.  An  employment  counselor  visits  our  school  and 
in  the  spring  arranges  for  employment  interviews  with  in¬ 
terested  Seniors.  In  keeping  with  this,  we  have  our  own  occu¬ 
pational  placement  service  for  all  our  students,  not  only  for 
those  presently  enrolled,  but  for  any  graduate  who  might 
like  to  return  for  occupational  and/or  educational  informa¬ 
tion. 

We  are  fortunate  this  year  in  having  Mr.  Glenn  Bryant 
as  a  part-time  counselor  within  the  Junior  High  School.  This 
has  enabled  us  to  provide  group  guidance  classes  for  all  Jun¬ 
ior  High  students,  as  well  as  individual  counseling.  This 
should  make  the  transition  from  school  to  school  much 
smoother  and  should  make  future  course  selection  for  the 
student  more  meaningful.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  ADJUSTMENT  COUNSELOR 

Each  annual  report  gives  opportunity  to  restate  before 
the  community  the  prescribed  responsibilities  of  the  School 
Adjustment  Counselor.  As  conceived  by  the  State  legislature 
in  1956,  this  program  provided  to  cooperating  communities 
the  services  of  a  school  psychologist  or  psychiatric  social 
worker  approved  by  the  Division  of  Youth  Services  to  work 
with  disturbed  and  handicapped  children  toward  the  preven¬ 
tion  of  delinquency  and  social  maladjustment. 

To  this  purpose,  the  community  of  Harwich  has  invested 
792  hours  of  my  service  during  the  last  year.  Forty-seven 
percent  of  this  effort  was  consumed  in  direct  counseling  with 
children,  thirty-nine  percent  in  consultation  with  parents, 
and  fourteen  percent  in  collaboration  with  teachers,  school 
administrators  and  community  agencies.  Service  was  extend¬ 
ed  to  ninety-three  children,  involving  forty  in  intensive  coun¬ 
seling.  Seventy-four  children  were  newly  referred,  by  parents 
(48%),  teachers  and  school  personnel  (44%),  and  agencies 
(8%).  Continuing  attention  was  provided  to  nineteen  chil¬ 
dren;  fifty-two  cases  were  terminated,  by  dismissal  (32), 
placement  (3),  referral  (7),  or  school  transfer  (10). 

These  statistics  reflect  two  trends  in  this  work:  the  in¬ 
creasing  participation  of  parents,  professionals,  and  agencies; 
and  the  shortening  term  of  treatment  offered  most  children. 
There  is  also  a  growing  concentration  of  services  in  newly 
enrolled  children  and  in  the  early  adolescent  child.  Effort 
was  also  expended  to  initiate  new  or  expanded  educational 
and  therapeutic  programs  within  the  community  to  comple¬ 
ment  the  services  of  the  School.

REPORT  OF  ELEMENTARY  ART  SUPERVISOR 

The  art  program  in  the  Harwich  Elementary  and  Inter¬ 
mediate  Schools  has  continued  to  provide  a  variety  of  crea¬ 
tive  and  constructive  projects  for  our  children.  Some  of 
these  two  and  three-dimensional  art  activities  include  draw¬ 
ing,  painting,  block-printing,  cut-paper,  murals,  ceramics, 
constructions,  and  collages.  New  materials  in  the  art  educa¬ 
tion  field  were  used  in  several  projects:  Pariscraft  animals, 
colorful  plastic  window  medallions,  and  3-M  plates  for  block 
printing. 
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Included  in  the  art  curriculum  are  activities  that  further 
broaden  the  child’s  understanding  of  all  the  arts: 

1.  Grade  6  —  field  trip  to  the  Chrysler  Museum  includ¬ 
ing  a  guided  tour  which  provides  many  youngsters 
with  their  first  contact  with  the  original  art  of  many 
ages  and  cultures. 

2.  Grade  5  —  views  twice  a  month  “Meet  The  Arts”,  a 
superb  television  program  designed  for  this  age  group) 
which  stimulates  interest  in  music,  sculpture,  paint¬ 
ing,  drama,  and  poetry. 

3.  Grades  3-6  —  colored  films  of  excellent  quality  for 
two  art  assemblies. 

4.  Grades  K-4  —  an  unusual  exhibit  of  original  paint¬ 
ings  by  Peruvian  children  including  colored  slides  of 
the  Peruvians  and  their  mountain  community. 

Our  annual  “Evening  of  Music  and  Art”  in  May  combined 
choral  music,  the  “Little  Fiddlers”,  and  a  colorful  exhibit  of 
student  art  work  in  the  lobby  and  main  hall  of  the  elemen¬ 
tary  school.  This  exhibit  was  held  over  as  part  of  the  “Har¬ 
wich  275”  celebration. 

Two  fine  community  projects  in  which  the  children  par¬ 
ticipated  were  the  Conservation  Poster  Contest  sponsored  by 
the  Harwich  Junior  Woman’s  Club  and  the  jester  design  for 
the  cover  and  inserts  of  the  Harwich  Junior  Theater  pro¬ 
grams.

REPORT  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL  ART  SUPERVISOR 

The  art  curriculum  covered  a  very  broad  area  in  both 
arts  and  crafts.  Drawing,  painting,  design,  sculpture,  mixed- 
media  and  others  were  covered  in  the  fine  arts  area.  Enamel¬ 
ing,  batiks,  prints,  pottery  were  covered  in  the  craft  area 
with  fine  results  at  all  levels. 

Our  students  participated  in  the  275th  anniversary  of 
Harwich,  and  one  of  our  students,  James  Lovinsky,  made  the 
poster  used  for  this  big  event. 

Of  the  7,000  pieces  of  work  submitted  to  the  Scholastics 
Art  Awards  show  in  Boston  from  all  the  junior  and  senior 
high  schools  in  the  Commonwealth  300  were  selected  to 
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honors  awards.  Harwich  had  48  students  work  placed  in  this 
juried  show  and  were  represented  by  66  pieces  of  work.  Our 
students  won  6  gold  keys  and  3  blue  ribbons  to  go  on  to  the 
national  judging  in  New  York. 

We  visited  the  Fogg  Museum  of  Art  and  the  Peabody 
Museum  at  Harvard  when  we  went  to  see  the  awards  presen¬ 
tation  at  Faneuil  Hall.  We  feel  the  need  of  more  field  trips 
for  smaller  groups  to  visit  more  places  of  cultural  interest  to 
advance  our  education. 

Our  art  show  in  May,  though  poorly  attended,  was  very 
successful  and  gave  a  good  picture  of  the  work  accomplished 
for  the  year.  The  work  of  one  of  our  students,  Paula  Mc- 
Kenney,  has  been  selected  to  be  in  the  1970  calendar  pub¬ 
lished  by  the  Massachusetts  Art  Educators  Association. 

The  part-time  art  teacher  hired  to  take  the  seventh 
grades  is  gratefully  appreciated  and  we  hope  to  be  able  to 
produce  better  work  and  reach  a  larger  number  of  students 
to  enrich  their  lives  and  to  make  them  appreciative  of  our 
cultural  heritage.

REPORT  OF  THE  ADULT  EVENING  SCHOOL  PROGRAM 

The  Adult  Evening  School  Program,  sponsored  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  and  the  Harwich 
School  Committee,  has  been  continued  with  the  usual  en¬ 
thusiasm  and  fine  results  from  those  who  registered  for 
classes. 

Courses  were  given  in  Cake  Decorating,  Decorated  Ware, 
Furniture  Refinishing,  Knitting,  Rug  Braiding  and  Rug  Hook¬ 
ing,  Sewing  (Beginning  and  Advanced),  and  Tailoring.  A  ten 
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week  course  in  Pottery  was  offered  for  the  fall  session,  from 
October  to  December.  Under  choices  in  Liberal  Arts,  classes 
in  Typing,  a  Primer  Course  in  Real  Estate,  Parent-Teacher 
Discussion  Session  for  “Little  Fiddlers”,  Oil  Painting,  and 
ten  week  group  in  Ballroom  Dancing  Instruction  were  well 
attended. 

Suggestions  from  citizens  as  to  desired  courses  not  now 
given  are  very  much  appreciated.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC 

The  elementary  instrumental  music  program  continues 
to  grow  and  prosper.  We  have  a  greater  number  of  students 
studying  strings  and  also  a  greater  interest  in  the  band  in¬ 
struments.  In  the  four  years  I  have  been  working  with  ele¬ 
mentary  students,  the  enrollment  has  more  than  doubled. 
Each  student  receives  a  weekly  lesson  on  his  instrument  plus 
a  band  or  orchestra  rehearsal  (beginners  join  groups  as  they 
become  capable).  It  is  clearly  indicated  that  we  will  need  help 
in  our  program  to  adequately  teach  next  year’s  classes.  An¬ 
other  need  is  for  beginners  band  and/or  orchestra  which  may 
be  possible  with  additional  help. 

This  year  ends  the  Federal  involvement  with  the  Little 
Fiddlers  Program.  I  sincerely  hope  that  adequate  provisions 
will  be  made  to  continue  this  program  in  our  schools.  —

pated  in  concerts,  school  and  civic  functions,  and  festivals 
this  year.

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REPORT  OF  VOCAL  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 

After  a  busy  musical  year  the  Harwich  elementary  pupils 
look  forward  to  caroling  throughout  the  school.  After  ten 
years  or  more  this  seems  to  have  become  an  inescapable  tra¬ 
dition  to  which  the  children  look  forward  most  eagerly.  Be¬ 
hind  them  they  have  many  weeks  of  rote  singing,  solfeggio, 
listening  to  their  fine  set  of  records  and  an  increased  em¬ 
phasis  on  rhythm  using  many  types  of  simple  rhythm  instru¬ 
ments  as  well  as  clapping,  walking,  swaying.  One  fourth 
grade  is  enjoying  the  new  set  of  books.  There  are  now  some 
new  books  in  each  grade  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  transition 
will  be  completed  in  two  more  years  when  all  will  be  enjoy¬ 
ing  the  new  books. 

Due  to  increased  enrollment  and  a  heavy  schedule  I  now 
confine  my  teaching  to  the  lower  grades  .  .  .  K-6.  However, 
last  winter  and  spring  the  high  school  chorus  was  active  .  .  . 
a  large  group  participated  in  the  Cape  Cod  Music  Festival 
in  Chatham  for  two  days  in  February  and  had  the  pleasure 
and  privilege  of  singing  under  a  noted  conductor.  In  March 
one  of  our  altos,  Toni  Raneo,  was  chosen  through  competition 
to  sing  in  the  New  England  Music  Festival  in  Portsmouth, 
New  Hampshire  ...  a  fine  experience  and  a  great  honor.  The 
chorus  again  provided  music  for  the  graduate  ceremonies.

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The  examinations  of  most  of  the  students  during  Sep¬ 
tember,  and  October  1969  are  quite  interesting.  Of  the  664 
Elementary  students  examined  325  required  no  treatment  as 
of  that  date.  The  Jr.  High  -  High  School  statistics  showed 
274  out  of  486  required  no  treatment  at  that  time.  These 
figures  of  “no  treatment  required”  are  well  above  the  nation¬ 
al  and  especially  the  north-east  average.  May  I  suggest  again 
that  the  area  dentists  and  the  school  clinic  are  giving  better 
than  average  dental  treatment  for  the  town. 

Again,  our  thanks  to  all  the  school  personnel  for  their 
co-operation  and  extra  help  which  makes  the  clinic  function 
so  smoothly.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

With  the  increase  in  enrollment,  Harwich  High  School 
has  requested  the  services  of  Dr.  David  Doherty  for  physical 
examinations  in  sports  and  for  grades  7  through  12.  In  order 
to  have  the  boys  participate  in  soccer  as  soon  as  school 
opened,  examinations  began  in  August.  All  sports-physicals 
were  completed  and  regular  routine  physicals  performed  in 
grades  7  and  10. 

Dr.  Arthur  D’Elia  started  in  the  Elementary  School  ex¬ 
amining  all  1st  and  4th  grade  students.  Parents  of  first 
graders  were  invited,  if  they  so  desired. 

Dental  Clinic  Surveys  began  early  in  September  and  the 
clinic  opened  for  work  soon  after.  Two  days  a  week,  three 
times  per  month  have  been  the  dental  days.  We  are  giving 
more  help  to  a  larger  number  of  children  and  they,  and  their 
parents  are  appreciative.  Two  school  children  were  cared  for 
extensively  by  having  multiple  extractions  through  the  help 
of  the  School  Health  Department. 

Dr.  Carl  Clapp  helped  to  establish  an  educational  pro¬ 
gram  in  the  Kindergarten  level.  It  was  so  successful  that 
some  of  the  first  grade  teachers  availed  themselves  of  the 
program  and  equipment,  also. 

Many  families  received  help  with  good  used  clothing,  re¬ 
ceived,  sorted  and  delivered  through  the  School  Health  De¬ 
partment.  Several  town  and  church  groups  contributed  when 
they  learned  of  this  great  need.

Home  visits,  consultations  and  close  working  with  these 
families  provided  assistance  for  several  Harwich  school  chil¬ 
dren. 

Scholarships  and  camp  fees  were  obtained  to  send  two 
girls  to  Girl  Scout  Camp  for  two  weeks  and  one  girl  to  Girl 
Scout  Day  Camp  for  nine  days. 

Seminars  and  conferences  were  attended  and  informa¬ 
tion  and  procedures  carried  out  in  the  field  of  School  Nurs¬ 
ing. 

First  Aid  Care  was  given  constantly  through  the  Health 
Department  in  all  three  schools. 

Annual  Visual-Audio  testing  was  done  by  Mrs.  John  Ca- 
plice  and  necessary  referrals  and  follow-ups  were  made.  By 
having  an  assistant  to  test,  it  gives  the  school  nurse  more 
time  to  make  the  necessary  referrals  and  arrangements  to 
have  students  who  need  care,  obtain  the  medical  attention 
without  delay.  This  is  an  important  and  necessary  act  for 
the  safety  and  welfare  of  the  students. 

Health  Programs  and  Safety  Procedures  have  been 
adopted  to  give  the  Harwich  school  children  the  best  possible 
environment  for  their  primary  and  secondary  education.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

Except  for  giving  physicals  to  athletes  at  the  High  School 
in  early  spring  my  time  this  year  has  been  spent  in  the  grades 
at  the  Elementary  School. 

In  May  all  pupils  entering  Kindergarten  (Registration 
Days)  were  examined.  Parents  were  present  at  all  examina¬ 
tions  and  Mrs.  E.  Leuella  Ray,  Nurse  in  the  Harwich  Schools, 
assisted. 

In  the  fall  examinations  of  all  first  grade  pupils  were 
completed.  Parents  were  asked  to  be  present  during  the 
physical  if  they  so  wished.  Also,  pupils  at  the  grade  3  level 
were  given  physical  check-ups.  Mrs.  Ray  was  present  at  all 
examining  sessions  and  helpfully  guided  the  program.

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REPORT  OF  DIRECTOR  OF 
CORRECTIVE  AND  DEVELOPMENTAL  READING 

The  early  school  years  are  devoted  primarily  to  helping 
each  student  become  an  independent  reader.  This  develop¬ 
ment  does  not  occur  at  the  same  pace  and  as  the  result  of 
the  same  methods  for  all  children.  The  special  reading  pro¬ 
gram  has  been  working  for  the  necessary  individualization  of 
instruction  in  the  lower  grades.  Diagnostic  procedures  in 
many  cases  indicate  the  area  of  weakness,  misunderstand¬ 
ing,  or  learning  disability.  All  who  are  involved  in  the  teach¬ 
ing  of  reading  make  every  effort  to  meet  the  child’s  needs. 
It  is  the  purpose  of  this  department  to  aid  teachers  in  diag¬ 
nosis,  to  discuss  individual  needs  and  suggest  or  provide 
methods  and  materials  to  meet  these  needs,  and  to  see  in¬ 
dividuals  or  groups  of  students  daily  for  additional  work. 

This  past  year  our  time  has  been  devoted  to  students  in 
Grades  2  through  8.  Instructor  time  has  not  been  available 
for  high  school  students  to  use  the  Reading  Laboratory.  How¬ 
ever,  beginning  in  December,  about  45  students  grades  10 
through  12  have  elected  to  work  in  an  eight-weeks  course, 
two  periods  weekly,  to  improve  their  rate,  comprehension  and 
vocabulary.  Once  initiated,  their  work  will  be  self-directed 
and  independent.  This  is  being  done  on  an  experimental 
basis,  but  it  can  provide  a  real  opportunity  for  improvement. 
The  enthusiastic  response  of  these  and  other  high  school 
students  might  well  prompt  the  addition  of  teacher  hours  to 
the  program. 

Again  the  summer  reading  program  was  funded  through 
Title  I  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of 
1965.  The  program  was  expanded  to  include  all  grade  levels. 
Three  full-time  tutors  and  a  learning  disabilities  specalist 
saw  selected  children  from  Grades  1-4  at  the  Elementary 
School.  We  also  had  the  part-time  services  of  a  reading  diag¬ 
nostic  specialist.  At  the  High  School  students  from  grades  5 
through  9  worked  with  tutors  and  on  programmed  materials 
and  teaching  machines.  The  overall  gains  were  substantial, 
especially  at  the  lower  levels,  as  indicated  by  test  scores  and 
performance  in  class  at  the  start  of  a  new  school  year.  It  is 
anticipated  that  this  program  will  continue  next  year  with 
a  shift  of  emphasis  to  the  lower  grades.
